Bans  Employment  Discrimination 


California  Rights  Bill  Clears  Senate

SACRAMENTO,  CA  —  After 
a  highly  emotional  debate,  the 
California  state  Senate,  on 
February  16,  passed  a  bill  which 
would  prohibit  discrimination  in 
employment  on  the  basis  of  sexual 
preference.  The  State  Assembly, 
which  has  already  passed  AB  1, 
its  version  of  the  bill,  must  now  ap¬ 
prove  minor  amendments  made  in 
the  Senate.  If,  as  expected,  the 
amendments  are  approved,  the  bill 
will  go  to  Gov.  George  Deukme- 
jian. 

Duekmejian,  a  Republican,  who 
has  so  far  not  taken  a  position  on 
the  bill,  will  have  two  weeks  after 
receiving  the  measure  to  sign  or 
veto  it,  or  to  let  it  become  law 
without  any  action  on  his  part. 
The  governor  has  said  that  he 
wanted  to  “consult  with  a  lot  of 
interested  people,”  before  de¬ 
ciding  what  action  to  take. 

“This  is  a  major  victory  for  the 
gay  rights  movement,”  comment¬ 
ed  Cleve  Jones,  an  aide  to 


Assemblyman  Art  Agnos.  Agnos, 
who  represents  San  Francisco,  had 
introduced  similar  bills  in  the 
Assembly  for  the  past  seven  years 
without  success,  until  last  year’s 
Assembly  vote  of  41-36  to  pass  AB 
1 .  The  vote  on  the  Senate  measure 
which  was  presented  by  president 
pro  tempore  David  Roberti 
(D-Los  Angeles),  was  22-16,  one 
more  than  the  number  needed  for 
passage. 

If  the  bill  becomes  law,  Califor¬ 
nia  would  join  Wisconsin  to  be¬ 
come  the  second  state  to  have 
enacted  a  statewide  anti-dis¬ 
crimination  law  protecting  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men.  • 

Gay  people  who  are  employees 
of  the  state  are  already  protected 
by  an  executive  order  issued  by 
former  Gov.  Jerry  Brown.  The 
Agnos  bill  would  extend  that  pro¬ 
tection  to  cover  anyone  working 
for  an  employer  with  more  than 
five  employees.  Unlike  the  Wis¬ 
consin  law,  which  covers  the  areas 


of  employment,  housing  and 
public  accommodation,  the 
California  law  protects  only 
against  discrimination  in  employ¬ 
ment. 

“It’s  not  a  comprehensive  bill  at 
all,”  acknowledged  Jones.  “The 
feeling  was  ‘let’s  go  after  employ¬ 
ment  and  get  that  over  with,  then 
we  can  work  on  housing  and  other 
areas.’  ” 

The  bill  would  make  it  possible 
for  lesbians  and  gay  men  to  file  a 
claim  with  the  state  Fair  Employ¬ 
ment  and  Housing  Department. 
Prior  to  this,  said  Jones,  “anyone 
wanting  to  fight  an  instance  of  dis¬ 
crimination  had  to  go  through  a 
lengthy  and  expensive  court  battle. 
Now  there  will  be  a  simple  and  in¬ 
expensive  way  to  do  that.” 

Debate  over  the  bill  on  the 
Senate  floor  was  highly  charged. 
“This  is  the  most  important  civil 
rights  issue  we  have  before  us  in 
1984,”  Sen.  Roberti  told  his  col¬ 
leagues.  “There  is  nothing  so  basic 


Boston  Hires 


City  AIDS  Coordinator

BOSTON  —  At  the  recommen¬ 
dation  of  the  Mayor’s  Committee 
on  AIDS,  a  full-time  AIDS  project 
coordinator  has  been  hired  by  the 
Boston  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  (DHH). 

According  to  a  press  release 
issued  by  DHH,  Anne  Marie 
Silvia,  who  started  work  on 
February  15,  is  responsible  for 
“developing  city-wide  resources 
for  handling  AIDS  problems  [and] 
will  be  working  with  at-risk  groups 
within  the  community,  as  well  as 
local,  state,  and  federal  agencies.” 

In  addition  to  the  appointment 
of  Silvia  as  AIDS  project  coor¬ 
dinator,  George  Seage,  III,  was 
appointed  as  a  full-time  AIDS  epi¬ 
demiologist.  Seage  will  be  respon¬ 
sible  for  “data  gathering  and 
analysis  of  AIDS  and  AIDS  Re¬ 
lated  Complex  (ARC)  cases.” 

Silvia  told  GCN  that  she  intends 
to  build  a  network  of  resources 
through  negotiations  and  coopera¬ 
tion  with  other  city  agencies  and 
community  groups  and  that  she 
will  act  as  a  liaison  between  the  city 
and  the  state  departments  of 
health. 

Larry  Kessler,  coordinator  of 
the  Boston  AIDS  Action  Commit¬ 
tee,  said  that  he  regards  the  ap¬ 
pointment  as  “a  major  step  for¬ 
ward”  and  that  Silvia  will  be  use¬ 
ful  in  “closing  the  gaps”  in  city 
services  and  services  from  the 
DHH  for  people  with  AIDS. 
Kessler  said,  “Prior  to  her  ap¬ 
pointment,  nobody  was  free  to 
work  on  AIDS  per  se.  [Some  city 
employees  who  have  worked  with 
AIDS  Action]  were  carrying  al¬ 
ready  heavy  loads  and  were  giving 
AIDS  work  maybe  one-third  of 
their  time.  [The  appointment  of  an 
AIDS  project  coordinator] 
demonstrates  a  broader  commit¬ 
ment  and  is  certainly  needed. 

. . .  Now  in  crisis  situations  we 
have  somebody  on  the  inside  who 
hopefully  can  move  some  walls 
faster.” 

Because  the  position  is  a  new 
one,  Silvia  will,  to  some  extent, 
define  the  specifics  of  the  job.  She 


said,  “Right  now  I  want  to  iden¬ 
tify  resources  and  assess  the  needs 
that  are  out  there  before  I  am  able 
to  develop  any  city  resources.” 

Speaking  to  GCN  at  the  end  of 
her  third  day  on  the  job,  Silvia 
said,  “I’m  trying  to  get  oriented 
and  lay  a  foundation.”  She  said 
that  she  intends  to  work  closely 
with  “target  groups,  health  pro¬ 
fessionals,  and  the  general 
public.” 

Jay  LaCroix,  of  the  special  pro¬ 
jects  section  at  Boston  City  Hall, 
told  GCN  that  he  expects  Silvia 
will  be  an  advocate  within  the  ad-

BOSTON  —  Remember  the- 
former  city  licensing  commissioner 
who  went  on  a  campaign  last  sum¬ 
mer  to  clean  up  the  Combat  Zone? 
The  one  who  said  “I’ve  learned 
that  there  are  two  types  of  gays  — 
straight  gays  and  kinky  gays”?  The 
one  who  indignantly  waved  a  copy 
of  Fag  Rag  in  front  of  television 
reporters,  decrying  a  photo  essay 
by  Chris  Walker  that  showed  gay 
men  having  sex  at  the  Pilgrim 
Theater? 

Well,  Joanne  Prevost  Anzalone, 
who  was  canned  from  her  licensing 
job  by  incoming  Mayor  Ray  Flynn, 
seems  to  have  come  a  long  way. 
Anzalone  appeared  at  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Gay  Political  Caucus 
benefit  auction  on  Feb.  19  with  her 
friend  Elaine  Noble  to  preside  over 
the  sale  of  one  of  the  racier  charity 
items  sold  that  day,  a  pornographic 
videotape  called  “The  Best  Little 
Warehouse  in  L.A.” 

“1  don’t  really  know  what  it 
was,”  Anzalone  said  later.  “It  was 
a  tape  but  I  couldn’t  tell  you  what  it 
was,  because  I  didn’t  view  it.  I  just 
got  up  there  and  they  handed  me 
four  or  five  things  to  auction  off.” 

But  others  at  the  auction,  in¬ 


ministration.  He  said  that  Silvia

Massachusetts  Gay  Political 
Caucus  co-chair  Steve  Tierney  told 
GCN  he  hadn’t  remembered  An- 
zalone’s  controversial  remarks 
when  he  invited  her  to  be  a  guest 
auctioneer.  “I  just  sort  of  walked 
into  this  one,  because  I  didn’t 
remember  that  one  at  all,”  Tierney 
said.  “The  woman’s  out  of  office 
now,  anyhow.” 

The  benefit  auction,  held  at 
Somewhere/Else  and  featuring 
entertainment  by  the  Boston  Gay 
Men’s  Chorus,  netted  $6700  to 
finance  the  Caucus’  efforts  toward 
passage  of  a  statewide  lesbian  and 
gay  rights  bill.

about  a  person’s  liberty  than  his 
right  to  a  job  and  right  to  a 
livelihood.”  Roberti  argued  that 
the  Senators  should  not  “guard 
the  people’s  liberty  only  on  easy 
matters,  in  easy  times.” 

Sen.  Barry  Keene  (D-Elk)  add¬ 
ed,  “A  vision  of  liberty  that  en¬ 
compasses  only  conventional  be¬ 
havior  is  no  vision  of  liberty  at 
all.” 

Sen.  H.L.  Richardson  (R-Arca- 
dia),  who  led  opposition  to  the 
bill,  retorted,  “You’re  telling  us 
who  we  can  or  cannot  hire.”  And 
he  added,  “How  about  my  free¬ 
dom?”  Richardson  quoted  from 
t  he  Bible  and  called  homosexuality 
an  “abomination”  and  “hateful 


and  disgusting.” 

Also  opposing  the  bill  was  Sen. 
John  Doolittle  (R-Citrus  Heights), 
who  asserted  that  the  bill  was 
‘anti-small  business”  and  would 
hasten  the  spread  of  AIDS. 
Doolittle  told  the  Senate,  “These 
people  will  be  hired  to  work  with 
your  children.” 

“My  God,  how  archaic.”  re¬ 
torted  Sen.  Art  Torres  (D-Los 
Angeles).  “Are  we  also  to  suggest 
that  anyone  who  went  to  parochial 
schools  will  turn  out  to  be  a  nun? 
Hardly  not.”  Torres,  who  is  a 
Baptist,  said  the  lessons  he  learned 
from  religion  were  those  of  “tem- 
perence,  tolerance,  forgiveness,

Homophobia 


NEW  YORK  —  Opposition 
to  the  California  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  employment  bill  was  not 
restricted  to  that  state.  The 
Union  of  Orthodox  Rabbis  of 
the  United  States  and  Canada 
held  a  press  conference  in  New 
York  on  Sunday,  Feb.  19,  to 
decry  the  bill.  A  group  of  con¬ 
servative  churchmen  warned 
Gov.  George  Deukmejian  that 
to  sign  the  bill  into  law  would  be 
tantamount  to  “betraying  the 
nuclear  family.” 

In  an  article  which  appeared 
in  the  Los  Angeles  Times,  the 
Rev.  William  Smith,  dean  of  St. 
Joseph’s  Seminary  in  New 
York,  noted  that  the  California 
bill  could  portend  a  trend 


sweeping  our  nation.  “It  would 
cover  ten  percent  of  the  U.S. 
population  and  things  that  hap¬ 
pen  in  big  states  often  have 
repercussions,”  Smith  said. 

Rabbi  Yehuda  Levin,  execu¬ 
tive  director  of  the  Family  De¬ 
fense  Coalition  which  claims 
10,000  members  in  New  York 
state,  said,  “We  were  concern¬ 
ed  and  shocked  when  we  learn¬ 
ed  that  the  governor  may  sign 
the  homosexual  rights  bill.” 

In  addition  to  civil  rights  for 
gay  and  lesbian  citizens,  the 
Family  Defense  Coalition  also 
opposes  abortion  and  sex  edu¬ 
cation  in  schools.

eyler  released  on  reduced  bail 

CHICAGO— Larry  Eyler,  accused  of  murdering 
a  Chicago  gay  man  and  a  suspect  in  a  score  of 
other  murders  in  the  lllinois-lndiana  area,  was  releas¬ 
ed  from  Jail  on  Feb.  6,  according  to  GayLife.  Eyler 
paid  $1000  bail,  after  his  bond  was  reduced  from  $1 
million  to  $10,000  by  Judge  William  D.  Block.  Block 
ruled  that  most  of  the  evidence  against  Eyler  was 
seized  illegally  by  Indiana  state  police  on  Sept.  30.

shrink  protest 

LOS  ANGELES  —  A  major  demonstration  is  in 
the  works  to  protest  the  American  Psychiatric 
Association’s  (APA)  annual  meeting,  to  be  held  here 
May  5-11.  According  to  a  press  release  issued  by  the 
Coalition  for  Human  Rights  in  American  Psychiatry, 
the  demonstration  will  focus  on  “the  dehumanizing 
attitudes  and  practices  of  institutional  psychiatry:  in¬ 
carceration  and  forced  treatment,  sanism,  and  the 
medical  model  explanation  of  problems  of  living.” 

Although  this  action  is  planned  by  “past  and  pre¬ 
sent  psychiatric  inmates,”  gay  men  and  lesbians 
have  also  taken  to  the  streets  against  the  APA.  Per¬ 
sistent  demonstrations  in  the  early  ’70s  forced  the 
APA  to  declassify  homosexuality  as  an  illness.

KALAMAZOO  —  An  heir  to  the  Upjohn  drug  for¬ 
tune  was  sentenced  to  one  year  in  jail  and  ordered  to 
take  drug  treatments  to  reduce  his  sex  drive  in  con¬ 
nection  with  charges  that  he  had  sexually  abused  his 
14-year-old  stepdaughter.  Roger  A.  Gauntlet,  41,  the 
great-grandson  of  W.E.  Upjohn,  was  ordered  to  begin 
treatments  with  depo-provera,  manufactured  by  Up¬ 
john.  Depo-provera  suppresses  the  male  hormone 
testosterone.  Attorneys  on  both  sides  have  vowed  to 
appeal  Gauntlet’s  sentence. 


homophobia  confronted  in  santa 
barbara 

SANTA  BARBARA,  CA  —  This  city’s  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Resource  Center  has  confronted  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  of  the  YMCA  because  of  homophobic 
remarks  he  made  to  the  Santa  Barbara  News  & 
Review.  Norman  Curtis,  executive  director  of  the  Y, 
told  the  local  paper  he  agrees  with  Sen.  John  Glenn 
that  gay  people  don’t  belong  in  the  Y.  Curtis  com¬ 
pounded  his  foolishness  by  saying,  “If  you  state  that 
you  are  a  practicing  homosexual,  then  you  are  not 
welcome  as  a  member.” 

Geni  Cowan,  director  of  the  Resource  Center, 
fired  off  letters  to  Curtis,  the  News  &  Review,  and  San¬ 
ta  Barbara  mayor  Sheila  Lodge.  Although  a  response 
has  not  been  forthcoming  from  Curtis,  Cowan  and  the 
Resource  Center  are  pursuing  the  matter.  A  letter 
campaign  to  protest  Curtis’  remarks  was  launched  on

creepy  legislation  dept. 

ST.  PETERSBURG,  FL  —  A  Republican  state  re¬ 
presentative  has  filed  a  bill  to  require  anyone 
donating  blood  in  Florida  to  sign  a  statement  to  verify 
low  risk  of  having  AIDS.  The  statement  would  declare 
that  the  donor  does  not  have  AIDS,  does  not  use  con¬ 
trolled  substances,  is  not  gay,  and  is  not  Haitian,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Weekly  News. 

Rep.  Tom  Woodruff’s  proposed  donor  regula¬ 
tions  have  been  dismissed  as  pointless  by  gay  ac¬ 
tivists  and  blood  bank  officials  here.  Woodruff, 
though,  is  so  serious  about  the  threat  of  transfusion- 
transmitted  AIDS  that  his  proposal  includes  jail 
sentences  of  up  to  a  year  for  any  scofflaws  who  might 
lie  on  the  donor  statement. 

Woodruff  claims  that  the  number  of  AIDS  cases 
contracted  through  blood  transfusion  is  increasing, 
but  the  CDC  statistics  show  only  38  cases  linked  to 
transfusions,  all  of  which  were  diagnosed  before  the 
March  1983  screening  of  “risk-group”  donors  began. 

Bob  Kunst,  a  South  Florida  gay  activist  said, 
“The  Reagans  and  Woodruffs  are  sadistically  ignor¬ 
ing  the  real  issue,  namely  the  lack  of  funding. .  .(and 
considering)  all  gays  as  expendable.” 

Woodruff’s  bill  is  being  poorly  received  by  his 
colleagues  and  no  companion  bill  is  expected  to  be 
introduced  in  the  state’s  Senate. 


no  sex  or  no  cookies 

DETROIT  —  Girl  Scout  officials  here  have  revis¬ 
ed  a  proposed  program  for  teenagers  on  sexuality  so 
that  it  no  longer  mentions  birth  control  or  abortion 
because  they  were  threatened  with  a  boycott  of  the 
annual  fundraising  cookie  sale,  according  to  a  UPI 
dispatch. 

The  program,  entitled  “Teenage-Pregnancy 
Prevention  and  Intervention  Project,”  was  to  be 
presented  to  Scout  troops  in  Wayne  County,  which  in¬ 
cludes  Detroit,  and  the  southern  part  of  Oakland 
County. 

An  anti-abortion  group,  Right  to  Life-Lifespan, 
Inc.,  reported  in  its  newsletter,  circulation  9000,  that 
the  program  would  include  discussions  of  birth  con¬ 
trol  and  abortion.  According  to  a  Girl  Scout 
Spokeswoman,  the  threatened  cancellations  of 
troops’  cookie  orders  started  coming  in  immediately 
afterward. 

The  program  title  was  changed  to  “Human  Sex¬ 
uality:  A  Shared  Concern,”  and  the  program  will  make 
no  mention  of  pregnancy  prevention  or  abortion,  “ex¬ 
cept  to  show  girls  they  can  say  no,”  according  to  the 
spokeswoman. 


gsy  * ***** * games 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  A  permanent  injunction  for¬ 
bidding  the  use  of  the  word  “Olympic”  in  connection 
with  the  Gay  Games  was  issued  on  Feb.  2,  in  U.S. 
District  Court,  according  to  the  Bay  Area  Reporter.  In 
issuing  the  injunction,  Judge  John  P.  Vukasin  re¬ 
jected  attorney  Mary  Dunlap’s  argument  that  the  U.S. 
Olympic  Committee’s  objections  to  Gay  Games’  use 
of  the  word  amounted  to  an  infringement  of  the 
group’s  First  Amendment  rights  which  is  motivated 
by  “homophobia  and  perhaps  megalomania.”  Dunlap 
has  said  she  will  appeal  this  latest  ruling,  the  third  in 
a  series  of  judgments  against  Gay  Games’  use  of  the 
word. 


Cornell  students  to  get  at-large  delegate 

ITHACA,  NY  —  The  Cornell  University  Student 
Assembly  on  Feb.  7  created  an  at-large  assembly  seat 
to  be  held  by  a  gay  or  lesbian  student.  By  a  vote  of  8-7, 
the  Assembly  conferred  full  voting  privileges  on  the 
at-large  gay  or  lesbian  delegate.  The  first  election  to 
fill  the  seat  will  be  held  in  late  March.  Cornell’s  six  gay 
groups  and  the  Hispanic  students’  group  endorsed 
the  measure.

MINNEAPOLIS,  MN  —  A  conference  on  gay  and 
lesbian  rights  sponsored  by  the  Minnesota  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Legal  Assistance  and  the  Minnesota  Civil 
Liberties  Union  Foundation  has  been  set  for  Satur¬ 
day,  April  28,  at  the  Leamington  Hotel.  Seminars  will 
be  conducted  on  the  following  topics:  civil  rights  pro¬ 
cedures;  taxes;  entrapment  and  sodomy  laws;  adop¬ 
tion  and  parenthood;  domestic  partnership;  military 
service;  AIDS;  and  judicial  and  legislative  develop¬ 
ment  concerning  lesbians  and  gay  men.

grants  totaling  $4  million 

NEW  YORK  —  A  scientific  research  panel 
evaluated  122  AIDS  research  proposals  and  chose 
from  that  number  20  proposals  to  receive  a  total  of  $4 
million  in  state  research  funds,  according  to  the  New 
York  Times.  The  grants  are  aimed  at  discovering  the 
cause  and  possible  prevention  of  AIDS  and  were 
awarded  by  a  panel  appointed  by  New  York  Gov. 
Mario  Cuomo. 

One  of  the  largest  grants,  for  $256,250,  went  to 
researchers  at  the  New  York  Blood  Center  to  develop 
a  screening  test  for  blood  donors. 

Karolynn  Siegel,  of  the  Sloan  Kettering  Institute 
for  Cancer  Research,  was  awarded  $121,746  to  study 
preventive  sexual  measures  among  risk  groups. 

Of  the  more  than  3000  cases  of  AIDS  reported  to 
the  Centers  for  Disease  Control,  nearly  half  are  in 
New  York  City.  In  a  statement  about  the  research  pro¬ 
jects,  Gov.  Cuomo  said,  “We  look  to  these  projects  for 
a  better  understanding  of  the  complex  syndrome  that 
attacks  the  immune  system  of  so  many  young  New 
Yorkers.” 


greece  legalizes  abortion 

ATHENS,  Greece  —  The  socialist  government  of 
Greece  announced  on  Jan.  26  a  parliamentary  bill 
legalizing  abortion,  according  to  the  New  York  Times. 
The  measure  goes  into  effect  immediately,  even 
though  the  bill  must  be  ratified  by  Parliament. 

Greek  feminist  groups,  from  left  to  right  on  the 
political  spectrum,  have  praised  the  bill.  While  abor¬ 
tion  has  long  been  common  practice  and  officially 
tolerated,  because  of  the  legal  ban,  some  abortions 
were  being  performed  under  unsafe  conditions, 
according  to  the  bill’s  sponsor. 


maryland  county  passes  rights  bill 

ROCKVILLE,  MD  —  The  Montgomery  County 
Council  passed  by  a  vote  of  5-0,  with  two  members  not 
voting,  legislation  to  ban  discrimination  against  gay 
men  and  lesbians  in  employment,  housing  and  public 
accommodation.  According  to  the  Washington  Post, 
the  bill  sparked  the  most  angry  public  debate  the 
county  has  heard  for  nearly  a  year. 

Opponents  of  the  measure  promised  to  launch  a 
referendum  campaign  to  overturn  it  since  county  ex¬ 
ecutive  Charles  Gilchrist  is  expected  to  allow  the 
measure  to  become  law. 

The  council  amended  the  bill  to  stipulate  that  an 
employer  may  deny  a  job  to  a  person  advocating 
homosexuality  or  bisexuality  when  the  job  includes 
“work  with  minors  of  the  same  gender.”  Despite  the 
amendment,  council  member  William  E.  Hanna,  who 
declined  to  cast  a  vote  on  the  measure,  said,  “As  the 
father  of  seven  children,  I  find  this  monstrous.” 

But,  council  president  Esther  Gelman  called  the 
bill  “an  effort  towards  basic  decency.”

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Toxic  Shock  Research:  Lessons  About  AIDS

Between  battles  for  research  funding  and  legal  debates 
about  who  owns  research  results  and  who  is  responsible  for 
both  good  and  bad  effects  of  medicine,  you  may  wonder 
who  safeguards  public  health.  And  when  you  consider  the 
synthetic  substances  which  masquerade  as  food,  but  kill  you 
slowly,  it  begins  to  look  like  the  food  industry  has  more  con¬ 
trol  over  your  health  than  do  you  and  your  doctor. 

Recent  events  spin  out  a  tale  suiting  the  most  paranoid 
hypochondriac’s  nightmares. 

You  may  recall  from  1979-80  that  Toxic  Shock  Syndrome 
(TSS)  is  a  grave  illness  of  sudden  onset  occuring  most  fre¬ 
quently  in  menstruating  women.  Although  TSS  has  long 
since  faded  from  the  media’s  attention,  about  35  cases  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  reported  to  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control 
(CDC)  each  month,  down  from. 135  per  month  at  its  peak  in 
August,  1980.  According  to  the  Dec.  23/30  Journal  of  The 
American  Medical  Association  (JAMA),  the  CDC  had  re¬ 
corded  2204  cases  of  TSS  as  of  June  15,  1983  —  2023  of 
these  in  women  and  1824  associated  with  menses.  Deaths 
totaled  103.  The  mortality  rate  has  sharply  declined,  and 
cases  associated  with  menses  are  also  declining. 

Researchers  suspect  the  culprit  in  TSS  to  be  toxin- 
producing  strains  of  Staphylococcus  aureus ,  which  enjoy  a 
very  hospitable  environment  in  high  absorbancy  tampons. 
They  produce  especially  high  quantities  of  their  toxin  when 
they  make  their  home  on  Rely  Super  Tampons,  a  product  of 
Procter  and  Gamble,  also  makers  of  the  EDB-laden  Duncan 
Hines  cake  mixes.  Rely  Super  tampons,  those  wonders  of 
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modern  technology  with  cute  little  polyester  cubes  inside, 
were  withdrawn  from  the  shelves  in  September,  1980  when  it 
became  clear  statistically  that  TSS  was  somehow  connected 
with  that  brand  in  particular  and  high  absorbancy  tampons 
in  general.  Not  that  Procter  and  Gamble  has  ever  admitted 
any  connection. 

Last  fall,  after  one  of  the  200  law  suits  against  Procter  and 
Gamble  was  delayed  until  later  this  year,  the  Procter  and 
Gamble  spokesperson  stated:  “There’s  no  scientific  proof 
that  tampons  are  linked  to  TSS.” 

This  shocking  statement  highlights  the  difference  between 
using  information  to  promote  public  health  and  safety  and 
fulfilling  the  more  rigorous  dictates  of  pure  scientific 
research.  Scientists  have  sufficiently  demonstrated  a  con¬ 
nection  between  the  absorbancy  of  tampons  and  TSS  to 
recall  high-absorbancy  products  and  issue  guidelines  for 
safe  tampon  use.  But  the  remaining  piece  in  the  puzzle  is  to 
determine  exactly  how  these  bacteria  work  in  humans  and 
how  humans  develop  a  natural  immunity.  Pure  scientific 
proof  is  contingent  upon  duplicating  TSS  in  laboratory  test 
animals,  which  has  only  just  been  accomplished  in  some  ba¬ 
boon  studies. 

Into  this  grey  area  between  absolute  scientific  proof  and 
an  individual’s  health  needs  falls  “advice”  about  safe  sex  in 
the  era  of  AIDS.  Ultimately,  the  decisions  about  prevention 
of  both  AIDS  and  TSS  are  personal  choices  and  one’s  ability 
to  make  wise  decisions  depends  on  having  all  possible  infor¬ 
mation. 

Compounding  the  technical  definitions  of  “proof,” 
which  can  mean  the  success  or  failure  of  suits  seeking 
damage  settlements  from  drug  companies,  is  an  intricate 
curtain  of  legal  secrecy  drawn  around  these  studies. 

Two  different  sets  of  scientists  have  fought  disclosure  of 
their  findings,  the  first  being  Procter  and  Gamble’s  own  tox¬ 
ic  shock  task  force.  By  moving  quickly  during  a  National  In¬ 
stitute  of  Health  funding  nadir,  they  were  able  to  secure  a 
virtual  corner  on  TSS  research,  according  to  JAMA. 

Despite  Procter  and  Gamble’s  vow  to  unravel  TSS 
regardless  of  implications  about  their  product,  their  studies 
were  never  made  public.  Procter  and  Gamble’s  diligent  legal 
department  considers  the  TSS  research  to  be  an  “attorney’s 
work  product,”  which  is  a  legal  privilege  that  prohibits  at¬ 
torneys  from  having  automatic  access  to  each  other’s  work. 


Procter  and  Gamble  convinced  judges  that  all  of  their 
research  is  a  work  product,  since  it  is  aimed  at  defending 
them  in  law  suits  brought  by  TSS  victims  who  were  using  Re¬ 
ly  Super  tampons. 

Well,  you  might  just  decide  that  such  manipulations  are 
expected  when  drug  companies  do  their  own  research.  But 
the  plot  thickens. 


Scientific  definitions  of  and  legal 
questions  about  our  health  seem  tra¬ 
gically  out  of  step  with  the  reality  and 
needs  of  people  dying  of  AIDS  or  ill 
with  TSS  or  cancers  associated  with 
environmental  poisons. 
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An  independent  researcher  at  the  U niversity  of  Wisconsin 
in  Madison  completed  tests  that  linked  TSS  to  absorbency 
of  particular  tampons  two  years  ago.  His  results  have  also 
failed  to  be  published,  except  in  a  very  sketchy  version  that 
did  not  identify  the  brand  of  tampons  or  the  primary  resear¬ 
cher  by  name.  The  researcher,  Dr.  Merlin  Bergdoll,  received 
his  funding  from  Procter  and  Gamble,  but  was  under  no 
obligation  except  to  notify  the  company  when  he  planned  to 
publish  the  results. 

Lawyers  trying  to  admit  this  data  into  court  again  en¬ 
countered  legal  problems.  Bergdoll,  as  an  independent 
researcher,  did  not  operate  under  Procter  and  Gamble’s 
ruse  of  “work  product.”  However,  when  asked  for  the 
results  of  his  research,  he  also  refused  to  divulge  informa¬ 
tion,  claiming  that  the  data  was  subject  to  misinterpretation 
and  that  academic  freedom  guaranteed  his  right  to  refuse  ac¬ 
cess  to  his  notebooks.  The  Attorney  General  of  Wisconsin 
ruled  in  his  favor. 

An  attorney  filing  a  Kansas  TSS  case,  however,  convinced 
the  Kansas  Supreme  Court  that  while  it  would  be  unfair  for 
Procter  and  Gamble  to  obtain  the  Bergdoll  research  (which 
he  had  already  disclosed  to  them  anyway),  that,  as  a  lawyer, 
he  would  not  be  using  the  data  for  industrial  purposes.  And 
Procter  and  Gamble’s  research,  he  argued,  was  not  a  “work 
product”  since  no  individual  has  the  resources  to  produce  it 
on  their  own.  The  court  obtained  the  Bergdoll  data,  but  only 
on  the  provision  that  it  not  be  disseminated.  It  was  only 
later,  in  a  Texas  case,  that  the  court  ruled  that  such  informa¬ 
tion  could  be  made  public. 

Why  would  a  researcher,  working  for  the  public  good,  go 
to  such  lengths  to  keep  private  results  that  might  help 
women  avoid  toxic  shock  syndrome  and  help  plaintiffs  win 
suits  for  damages?  Bergdoll  told  JAMA  that  he  didn’t  think 
any  “real  hard  conclusions  could  be  drawn  from  this 
work.”  But  in  November,  he  said  he  would  soon  publish  the 
results  anyway,  since  lawyers  were  using  the  data  in  trials. 

But,  more  to  the  point  may  be  the  fact  that  Bergdoll  is 
developing  a  do-it-yourself  toxic  shock  toxic  (tst)  antibody 
test  kit.  Most  researchers  agree  that,  although  the  process  is 
not  yet  understood,  about  95%  of  all  women  over  thirty 
have  developed  immunity  to  the  tst.  It  is  younger  women 
who,  Bergdoll  believes,  have  not  yet  developed  immunity 
who  are  at  highest  risk  for  TSS.  (The  median  age  in  the 
menses  associated  cases  is  18.5  years,  according  to  Dr. 
Michael  Osterholm,  the  principal  author  on  another  major 
TSS  study.)  Bergdoll’s  commercial  immunity  test  is  aimed  at 
women  who  want  to  know  their  immune  status  for  toxic 
shock  toxin. 

This  tale  does  not  reflect  well  on  an  industry  we  hope  will 
solve  the  AIDS  riddle.  Of  course,  AIDS  and  TSS  have  im¬ 
portant  differences,  both  as  syndromes  and  events  in  our 
political  history.  Early  on,  TSS  was  strongly  linked  to  use  of 
a  commercial  product,  even  if  the  specifics  of  that  link  have 
yet  to  be  fully  demonstrated.  The  cause  of  AIDS  continues 
to  puzzle  researchers,  although  current  trends  favor  some 
type  of  viral  agent,  medically  more  complicated  than  the 
bacteria  associated  with  TSS. 

But  like  TSS,  even  when  the  actual  agent  or  set  of  factors, 
if  it  turns  out  to  be  a  multifactoral  phenomenon,  is 
discovered,  the  intricate  nature  of  scientific  process  still  puts 
the  development  of  commercial  vaccines  or  immune  system 
therapies  years  away.  Unlike  TSS  research,  more  AIDS 


research  money  comes  from  federal  and  state  sources,  and 
gay  researchers  and  clinics  have  been  heavily  involved  in 
defining  research  goals.  The  funding  process  for  AIDS 
research  has  been  slow,  but  access  to  results  will  likely  not  be 
enshrouded  in  the  maze  of  industrial  and  legal  protections 
which  shield  the  privately  funded  TSS  research. 

The  highly  specific  CDC  definitions  of  both  syndromes 
exclude  some  cases  and  sometimes  prevent  people  with 
AIDS  from  receiving  money,  the  grants  for  which  depend 
on  CDC  classification  (SSI  money,  for  example).  The 
medical  problem  of  TSS  is  clearer  now  that  a  particular 
bacterium  is  identified,  but  this  specificity  brings  with  it  a 
new  level  of  secrecy  as  at  least  one  scientist  seeks  to  be  the 
first  to  market  an  immune  status  test  kit. 

And,  with  AIDS,  we  are  just  now  stepping  into  bed  with 
the  drug  companies.  Access  to  experimental  interleukin  and 
interferon,  is  controlled  by  the  drug  companies  that  develop 
them.  It  is  hoped  that  these  experimental  drugs  will  even¬ 
tually  save  lives.  But  like  the  TSS  test  kit  and  the  Hepatitis-B 
vaccine,  the  profit  motive  may  skew  the  Hippocratic  Oath. 
The  legal  complexities  of  obtaining  drug  company  informa¬ 
tion  about  TSS  have  become  apparent  three  years  after  the 
number  of  new  cases  leveled  out.  This  provides  a  warning  to 
AIDS  activists  now,  as  well  as  foreshadowing  the  legal  bat¬ 
tles  lying  ahead  for  those  people  who  survive  AIDS.  One 
supposes  that  the  government  watches  out  for  our  interests, 
but  who  in  reality  minds  the  drug  store? 

The  Food  and  Drug  Administration  (FDA),  in  theory. 
But  their  effectiveness  in  setting  safe  standards  has  repeated¬ 
ly  been  questioned.  Just  last  week  the  “discovery”  of  unac- 
ceptible  quantities  of  EDB,  a  known  carcinogen,  in  a  wide 
range  of  food  products  from  many  locations  dramatically 
demonstrated  who  has  ultimate  power  over  our  public 
health.  The  FDA  issued  guidelines,  which  in  true  FDA 
fashion,  were  considered  by  the  environmentally-conscious 
to  be  too  low.  Since  the  FDA  has  no  enforcement  power 
anyway,  it  directed  states  to  adopt  their  own  acceptable 
levels  and  time  tables  for  the  elimination  of  EDB.  Several 
states,  including  Massachusetts,  New  York,  and  California, 
set  very  high  standards.  But  in  the  end,  the  food  companies 
may  have  the  last  say.  The  companies  have  already  stated 
that  they  do  not  intend  to  make  products  with  one  level  of 
EDB  for  some  states  and  another  level  for  others.  Southern 
states,  already  devastated  by  the  crop  destruction  of 
December’s  cold  blast,  are  hinting  around  that,  for  this 
year,  anyway,  it  is  contaminated  fruit  and  vegetables,  or 
nothing. 

And  the  courts  offer  little  hope.  Agent  Orange- 
contaminated  Vietnam  veterans,  11  years  after  the  U.S. 
troop  withdrawal  and  following  five  years  of  delays  on  their 
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law  suit,  are  now  required  to  prove  that  it  was  specifically 
dioxin  and  not  some  other  pesticide  that  caused  their  illness, 
deaths,  and  the  illness  and  genetic  damage  in  their  wives  and 
children.  Must  we  keep  absolute  records  and  test  samples  of 
everything  we  eat  for  the  next  ten  years  in  order  to  prove  that 
EDB  (and  god  knows  what  else)  has  caused  our  cancer  or 
other  bodily  ailment?  And  as  we  slowly  die,  the  food  com¬ 
panies  will  resist  change  for  decades,  claiming  that  it  was 
someone  else’s  product  that  contained  the  big  bad  nasties. 

Scientific  definitions  of  “proof”  and  legal  quesitons  of 
who  “owns”  the  critical  information  about  our  health  seem 
tragically  out  of  step  with  the  reality  and  needs  of  people  dy¬ 
ing  of  AIDS  or  ill  with  TSS  or  cancers  associated  with  en¬ 
vironmental  poisons.  And  who  can  say  whether  EDB  and 
other  pesticides  and  food  additives  will  not  be  important 
contributing  factors  in  future  ugly  and  fatal  medical  syn¬ 
dromes?  The  words  “immunity”  and  “immune  system” 
jump  out  again  and  again  in  these  and  other  accounts  of  the 
bizarre  medical  phenomenon  to  which  20th  century  humans 
have  fallen  heir. 


advocate  fires  Washington  editor  larry  bush 

WASHINGTON  —  Larry  Bush,  a  gay  journalist 
and  the  Advocate's  Washington  editor  since  1981, 
has  been  fired  by  the  California  gay  men’s  magazine, 
according  to  the  Washington  Blade.  Bush  was 
notified  on  Jan.  30,  that  his  relationship  with  the  Ad¬ 
vocate  had  been  “discontinued.” 

Bush  told  the  Blade  that  he  was  not  offered  any 
explanation  for  the  Advocate's  termination  of  his  ser¬ 
vices.  His  contract  expired  on  Dec.  1,  but  he  had  been 
in  negotiations  with  the  Advocate  since  August. 

Bush  and  Advocate  owner  David  Goodstein  were 
central  figures  in  a  storm  of  controversy  last  year  sur¬ 
rounding  the  functioning  of  the  Gay  Rights  National 
Lobby  and  the  performance  of  executive  director 
Steve  Endean,  who  resigned  last  fall. 


black  gay  group  gets  congressional 
advocate 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  Gil  Gerald,  executive 
director  of  the  National  Coalition  of  Black  Gays 
(NCBG),  has  announced  that  Congressman  Louis 
Stokes  (D-OH)  agreed  to  represent  black  lesbians  and 
gay  men  before  the  Black  Congressional  Caucus  and 
before  the  entire  Congress.  According  to  a  press 
release  issued  by  the  NCBG,  the  agreement  by  Stokes 
to  advocate  for  black  gay  men  and  lesbians  follows  ex¬ 
tended  discussions  between  Gerald  and  members  of 
Stokes’  staff. 

Gerald  said,  “Not  only  has  Rep.  Stokes  consent¬ 
ed  to  serve  as  our  liaison,  but  he  has  indicated  he  will 
position  himself  as  an  advocate  for  us  in  all  AIDS 
legislation  in  the  future." 


bisexuals  admitted  to  gay  community 
group 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  The  Bay  Area  Coalition  for 
Human  Rights  in  late  January  admitted  Bi-POL  to  its 
membership.  Bi-POL  is  a  local  “bisexual,  lesbian,  gay 
independent  political  action  group.”  The  Coalition  is 
an  umbrella  organization  for  gay  and  lesbian  groups 
in  the  Bay  Area.  The  vote  to  admit  Bi-POL  to  the  Coali¬ 
tion  was  unanimous,  according  to  a  press  release 
issued  by  Bi-POL. 

Bi-POL  is  preparing  to  make  a  formal  request  to 
the  Lesbian/Gay  Freedom  Day  Committee  to  rename 
the  annual  gay/lesbian  pride  march  the  “Les¬ 
bian/Gay/Bi  Freedom  Day  Parade,”  and  to  include 
bisexual  speakers  at  the  rally  following  the  march.

spinsters  on  trial 


Dear  Readers, 

As  you  know,  we  have  all  been  watching  the  in¬ 
creasing  U.S.  military  and  economic  involvement 
in  Central  America,  and  in  particular,  Nicaragua. 
Many  of  us  feel  another  Viet  Nam  or  worse,  nu¬ 
clear  holocaust  is  on  our  horizons. 

It  is  hard  living  each  day  and  waking  up  to  a 
world  of  violence,  rage  and  horror.  Our  hope  in 
times  like  these  is  ourselves  and  our  power  as 
women  to  say  no  to  this  insanity.  In  that  spirit, 
eleven  women  from  our  community  (we  call  our¬ 
selves  Spinsters  Opposed  to  Nuclear  Genocide  — 
S.O.N.G)  demonstrated  and  refused  to  leave  the 
military  recruiting  offices  on  Orange  Street  in 
New  Haven.  We  took  this  action  on  November 
18,  1983  and  we  were  supported  by  at  least  70 
women  and  men  from  the  area. 

We  received  information  that  the  U.S.  govern¬ 
ment  would  attack  Nicaragua  between  Thanks¬ 
giving  and  early  December.  This  is  traditionally 
the  harvest  season  in  Nicaragua  and  the  attack 
would  have  the  effect  of  destroying  the  economy 
and  livelihood  of  the  Nicaraguan  people.  A 
meeting  was  called  at  the  Women’s  Center  of  the 
original  Spinsters  group  which  participated  at  the 
Seneca  Peace  encampment  and  the  group  which 
participated  in  the  civil  disobedience  action  in 
New  York  on  June  14,  1982.  Time  was  short,  we 
needed  to  act  fast  and  together. 

We  entered  the  recruiting  center  while  our  sup¬ 
porters  chanted,  handed  out  leaflets  and  talked 
with  people  on  the  street.  We  were  greeted  by  the 
Marines  who  were  very  cordial  and  invited  us  to 
discuss  our  views  with  them.  We  first  read  a  list  of 
demands  requesting  that  the  recruiting  center 
close  down  for  the  day,  and  end  to  CIA  involve¬ 
ment  in  and  U.S.  covert  aid  to  opponents  of  Nic¬ 
aragua’s  leftist  government;  the  withdrawal  of  all 
military  personnel  from  Nicaragua,  Grenada,  El 
Salvador,  the  seas  of  the  Caribbean,  as  well  as 
Lebanon;  an  end  to  military  aid  to  Honduras,  El 
Salvador  and  Guatemala  and  a  halt  to  the  produc¬ 
tion  and  deployment  of  Cruise  and  Pershing  11 
missiles. 

Aftjr  discussing  our  differing  points  of  view, 
we  divided  into  groups  and  entered  the  other 
military  offices  —  Army,  Navy,  and  Air  Force. 
At  each  office  we  were  asked  to  leave  and  we 
responded  by  asking  them  to  stop  recruiting 
young  people  to  fight  in  Nicaragua,  etc.  The 
police  were  called  and  we  were  arrested  and 
charged  with  criminal  trespass  in  the  first  degree. 
We  did  stop  recruitment  for  the  day  and  one  of 
our  supporters  had  the  good  sense  to  go  around 
and  lock  all  the  doors  from  the  inside.  She 
bumped  into  several  young  men  and  told  them  the 
office  was  closed  for  the  day  —  thank  you  Judy!! 

We  were  locked  up  in  the  New  Haven  police  de¬ 
partment  for  four  hours.  We  kept  our  spirit  up  by 
singing  songs  and  talking  back  and  forth  since  we 
were  kept  in  separate  cells.  It  was  clear  to  us  that 
the  police  department  -had  never  handled  such  a 
group.  They  took  information  on  each  of  us, 
fingerprinted  us,  and  took  mug  shots.  Several  of 
the  women  officers  were  very  helpful  and  tried  to 
feed  us  as  much  information  as  possible  about 
what  was  happening. 

At  out  first  coyrt  appearance  we  named  our¬ 
selves  the  Nicaragua  Libre  Eleven  so  that  the 
media  would  continue  to  focus  on  Nicaragua.  We 
made  a  group  decision  to  go  through  the  court 
procedure  which  meant  a  trial  instead  of  accept¬ 
ing  and  paying  court  fines.  The  advantage  for  us 
was  giving  the  press  accurate  information  on  the 
proposed  invasion  of  Nicaragua,  informing  the 
public  about  it  and  keeping  the  issue  alive.  We 
went  to  several  court  appearances  and  acting  as  a 
group,  rather  than  being  singled  out  as  individu¬ 
als.  We  decided  to  represent  ourselves  so  that  we 
could  raise  political  issues  in  the  courtroom  rather 
than  try  to  win  our  case  on  legal  grounds.  We 
wanted  to  take  power  in  the  courtroom  by  not 
playing  their  game.  It  did  work  for  us.  By  our 


third  court  appearance,  we  had  filed  many  pages 
of  questions  asking  the  court  to  supply  informa¬ 
tion  on  CIA  involvement  in  Nicaragua,  the 
military  maneuvers  in  the  area,  the  U.S.  involve¬ 
ment  in  Lebanon  and  Grenada,  etc.  We  argued 
that  we  needed  this  information  to  defend 
ourselves  and  show  why  we  demonstrated  at  the 
recruiting  center.  We  also  filed  a  motion  to  de¬ 
clare  the  court  a  nuclear  free  zone,  a  motion  to 
declared  Nicaragua  free  from  U.S.  intervention, 
and  a  motion  to  dismiss. 

The  motion  to  dismiss  is  a  traditional  legal  mo¬ 
tion  which  states  why  the  court  should  dismiss  the 
case  against  you.  We  used  legal  and  political  argu¬ 
ments;  for  example,  we  argued  that  our  occupa¬ 
tion  of  the  recruiting  office  was  to  stop  the  greater 
harm  of  occupying  another  country  (e.g.  Nicar¬ 
agua).  We  felt  that  such  an  invasion  would  threat¬ 
en  all  of  us  with  nuclear  war,  that  the  U.S.  has 
violated  and  could  continue  to  violate  interna¬ 
tional  law  through  such  an  invasion. 

We  also  believe  that  according  to  the  Declara¬ 
tion  of  Independence  we  had  a  right  to  try  to  alter 
our  government’s  policies  since  they  are  jeopard¬ 
izing  our  right  to  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of 
happiness.  We  charged  our  government  with  in¬ 
ternational  criminality,  and  said  the  court  could 
not  fairly  judge  us  since  they  were  a  branch  and 
extension  of  the  government.  We  argued  that  an 
international  court  was  the  proper  place  to  try  us 
since  our  government  was  violating  international 
law. 

To  our  amazement,  Judge  Gill,  who  presided 
over  these  motions  was  very  respectful  of  us  and 
allowed  us  to  debate  U.S.  foreign  policy  for  sever¬ 
al  hours.  He  thanked  us  for  filing  our  motion  to 
declare  his  court  a  nuclear  free  zone,  but  said  that 
he  didn’t  even  have  the  power  to  protect  West 
Haven.  He  further  said  he  wished  he  had  the 
power  to  stop  invasions  all  over  the  world,  but 
that  that  was  not  in  his  authority.  He  said  he 
would  be  glad  to  discuss  these  issues  further  with 
us  over  lunch. 

The  courtroom  was  filled  with  private  attor¬ 
ney^  court  clerks,  supporters  and  interested  peo¬ 
ple.  We  sat  in  chairs  in  a  semi-circle  in  front  of  the 
judge,  and  each  one  of  us  argued  a  different  point 
of  the  motion.  We  clearly  had  taken  power  in  that 
courtroom,  and  we  were  being  taken  seriously  by 
the  judge.  Mary  Johnson,  who  has  been  an  ac¬ 
tivist  for  forty  years  felt  she  had  never  seen  such 
issues  raised  or  taken  seriously  in  a  courtroom. 

All  of  these  motions  and  hearings  were  prepar¬ 
ations  for  a  jury  trial  which  we  requested  at  our 
first  court  appearance.  We  felt  a  jury  would  be 
more  open  to  our  arguments  than  a  judge.  Of 
course,  as  each  court  appearance  went  by  we  were 
coming  closer  to  the  possibility  of  going  to  jail. 
Our  charges  called  for  a  year  in  jail,  or  a  $1000 
fine.  Throughout  our  meetings  we  discussed  the 
impact  of  going  to  jail  since  none  of  us  could  af¬ 
ford  or  wanted  to,  pay  the  fine.  We  realized  the 
change  it  would  bring  in  our  lives  but  we  knew  the 
Nicaraguan  people  were  faced  with  life-threaten¬ 
ing  changes  each  day  and  had  no  choice.  We  felt 
compelled  to  act  and  expose  the  U.S.  govern¬ 
ment’s  illegal  and  immoral  invasion  of  another 
country.  We  believe  that  women  can  choose  life 
since  we  are  creators  by  nature  and  can  use  our 
power  and  strength  to  call  for  a  different  world 
order. 

On  January  1 1,  1984,  we  attended  our  fourth 
court  appearance.  We  thought  the  prosecutor 
would  answer  our  motions  and  the  court  would 
set  a  date  for  a  jury  trial.  Much  to  our  surprise  the 
state  said  they  would  not  go  forward  with  the  case 
because  they  had  no  witness.  The  prosecutor  said 
we  had  not  destroyed  any  property,  did  not  have 
prior  records,  and  furthermore,  we  were  protest¬ 
ing  U.S.  foreign  policy  which  was  our  right.  The 
court,  however,  had  no  jurisdiction  to  decide  or 
change  U.S.  foreign  policy.  The  prosecutor  was 


ready  to  “nolle”  our  case,  but  we  requested  that 
the  judge  dismiss  with  prejudice  since  the  state 
refused  to  give  us  a  trial.  The  judge  granted  our 
dismissal  and  told  us  this  meant  we  did  not  have  a 
record.  We  claim  this  dismissal  as  a  victory  and 
we  know  that  throughout  the  court  process  many 
people  were  affected  by  our  Spinster  approach. 
At  this  moment  the  U.S.  government  has  not  in¬ 
vaded  Nicaragua;  we  will  continue  to  hope  and 
work  for  the  Nicaraguan  people,  and  all  people  of 
Central  America  and  the  Middle  East  to  deter¬ 
mine  their  own  lives  and  run  their  country  as  they 
see  fit.  The  Spinsters  Opposed  to  Nuclear 
Genocide  will  continue  to  meet  monthly  and  we 
invite  you  to  join  us  in  any  way  you  feel  comfort¬ 
able. 

Lastly  we  are  grateful  for  all  the  supporters 
who  came  to  court,  demonstrated  outside  the 
courtroom  with  us,  for  the  attorneys  who  advised 
us  and  encouraged  us,  for  our  lovers  and  friends 
who  freaked  out  with  us,  and  for  all  of  you  who 
continue  to  create  life  in  the  work  you  do  —  we 
can  and  will  continue  to  give  hope  to  each  other 
since  we  are  strong,  powerful  women!

Because 
Nicaragua's  economy  relies  heavily  on  these  ex¬ 
port  crops,  the  harvests  have  been  target  ted  lot- 
disruption  by  the  right-wing  “Contras"  who 
want  to  overthrow  the  four-year  old.  progressive 
Sandinista  government.  The  "Contras”  are 
receiving  enormous  financial  and  military  back¬ 
ing  by  the  U.S.  government.  As  U.S.  citizens  who 
believe  the  Nicaraguan  people  have  a  right  to 
peace  and  political  independence,  we  want  to  do 
everything  in  our  power  to  stop  our  government’s 
covert  war  against  the  Sandinistas.  Since  the 
beginning  of  December,  hundreds  of  North 
Americans  have  participated  in  the  2-week 
"Brigades.” 

While  we’re  in  Nicaragua  we’ll  be  living  and 
working  with  the  village  co-operatives  who  need 
our  help.  We  have  some  contacts  with  gay 
Nicaraguans  and  we  hope  that  our  gay  contingent 
will  spark  some  interesting  conversation  with  our 
hosts.

In  my  report  on  the  National  Organization  for 
Women’s  Lesbian  Rights  Conference  (GO A,  Vol. 

1 1 ,  No.  3],  a  typographical  error  garbled  my  dis¬ 
cussion  of  the  NOW  leadership’s  approach  to 
women  of  color. 

The  section  should  read:  “While  [President 
Judy)  Goldsmith  pointed  to  NOW ’s  work  for  the 
Voting  Rights  Act  and  the  August  27  March  on 
Washington  for  .lobs.  Peace  and  Freedom,  she  in¬ 
dicated  an  approach  of  top-down  coalition-build¬ 
ing  between  a  mostly  white  NOW  and  organiza¬ 
tions  of  people  of  color,  rather  than  explicit  steps 
toward  making  NOW  a  multi-racial  organiza¬ 
tion.  Throughout  the  conference  were  references 
to  coalitions  between  feminists  and  blacks,  etc. 
as  if  little  overlap  between  categories  was 
recognized.” 

My  point  is  that  women  of  color  are  playing  in¬ 
creasingly  leading  roles  in  the  lesbian  and 
women’s  movements,  working  both  autono¬ 
mously  and  in  coalition  with  while  women.  Yet, 
NOW  officials  at  this  event  spoke  as  if  “all  the 
women  are  white,  all  the  blacks  are  men”  and  as 
if  women  whose  identities  span  racial/class/sex¬ 
ual  lines  are  invisible. 

While  they  may  not  soon  be  recruited  to  NOW 
in  significant  numbers,  the  activism  of  women, 
particularly  lesbians,  of  color  is  changing  politics 
as  we  know  it.  White  organizations  that  don’t 
comprehend  this  will  have  an  increasingly  hard 
time  representing  themselves  as  “for  women,” 
period.

Dear  GCN 

Since  my  ninth  birthday,  promiscuity  has  been 
the  only  facit  of  my  behavior  that  lasted  the 
psychoanalysis,  psychotherapy,  group  therapy, 
yoga  to  yogurt,  mind  control,  hypnosis, 
ministers,  school  counselors,  and  a  few  social  do 
gooders  thrown  in.  So  my  parents  couldn’t  say 
they  didn’t  exhaust  the  list  of  “we’ve  tried.”

With  parents,  society,  peers  and  professional 
people  on  my  back  about  being  unnatural, 
wrong,  weak,  sick,  etc.,  and  with  many  religious 
people  saying  I  was  going  to  roast  in  HELL,  I 
contemplated  the  thought  of  ending  it  all,  and  the 
statement  ‘Stop  the  world  I  want  to  get  off’  made 
a  lot  of  sense  to  me. 

But  I  guess  1  decided  to  hang  in  there,  trying  to 
find  a  place  in  society  where  I  could  fit.  The 
streets  are  full  of  John  Wayne  types  who  work  by 
day  supporting  a  wife  and  kids,  pinch  the 
waitresses  at  lunch,  and  at  night  cruise  the  parks 
for  a  lonely  heart,  one  like  myself  with  a  ‘for  rent’ 
sign  in  one  hand  and  the  other  placed  on  my  hip 
so  there  was  no  detective  work  to  be  done  on  their 
part.  Then  the  only  question  was  ‘how  much  and 
where?’,  for  the  encounter  that  would  leave  the 
frustrated  John  (trick)  relieved  and  the  street  kid 
(me)  a  little  richer.  Yes,  my  business  education 
started  when  I  was  13  and  discovered  the  supply 
and  demand  ideals  of  our  society,  including 
ministers,  policemen,  and  other  ‘social  leaders’! 

At  times  I  wondered  if  all  of  society  didn’t  have 
a  little  gayness  in  each  person.  For  the  streets 
would  fill  after  the  sun  went  down,  uncovering 
the  other  person  lurking  in  each  of  us;  and  my 
endless  search  for  mister  right  guy  went  on. 
Streets,  gay  bars,  beaches,  and  even  subways, 
anywhere,  just  to  catch  that  glance,  that  meant 
maybe... 

It’s  society  that  places  handles  on  people  like 
homosexual  or  heterosexual,  as  easily  as  some 
name  dogs.  And  when  my  journey  led  me  into  the 
US  Marines,  I  felt  assured  that  the  statement 
“The  marines  builds  men”  held  merit.  But  it 
wasn’t  long  until  I  found  that  while  they  built 
men,  1  was  making  them!  I  realize  this  sounds 
rather  overt,  but  none  the  less  true.  From  boot- 
camp  to  ITR  statements  like  “Boy,  are  you  queer 
for  my  gear”  fell  from  every  superior’s  mouth. 
During  the  week  from  dawn  to  dusk  it  was  all  the 
green  machine  trying  to  make  men,  but  on  the 
weekends  and  leaves  the  ‘men’  would  disappear 
and  many  fell  into  my  clutches,  feigning 
drunkeness  to  cover  themselves. 

Back  on  the  streets,  many  things  were  still  the 
same.  The  familiar  faces  were  still  there,  just  a  lit¬ 
tle  older,  but  there  was  a  fresh  supply  of  younger 
ones  to  carry  on  the  tradition  of  Penny’s  Corner. 
They  were  still  making  their  rounds  in  and  out  of 
the  King’s  County  jail  and  ‘Juvie’.  The  John’s 
were  the  same,  and  many  didn’t  even  know  that  I 
had  been  gone. 

1  just  wonder  how  much  of  the  do-gooders, 
counselors,  psychiatrists  etc.  money  ends  up  in 
the  pockets  of  people  who  they  pretend  by  day  to 
be  trying  to  save  and  stop  doing  what  they’re  do¬ 
ing  (which  they  really  don’t  want!).

child  abuse  and 
lesbian  battering 

Dear  GCN, 

After  reading  "Lesbian  Battering  —  A  Per¬ 
sonal  Account”  (GCN  January  14).  I  thought 
that  much  of  Karen's  behavior,  outrageous  for  a 
lesbian  dealing  with  her  lover,  would  be  perfectly 
normal  for  a  mother  dealing  with  her  child. 

Slapping,  pinching,  shaking,  and  screaming  in¬ 
to  a  terrified  child’s  face  are  all  pretty  conven¬ 
tional  actions  for  a  parent  (as  well  as  spanking, 
which  Anne  did  not  mention  among  the  ways 
Karen  battered  her).  If  Anne,  as  a  child,  had  com¬ 
plained  to  an  adult  about  the  way  she  was  being 
treated,  the  adult  would  probably  have  told  her 
that  she  should  be  grateful  that  her  mother  cared 
enough  to  punish  her,  and  that  if  she  wanted  it  to 
stop,  she  must  try  harder  to  be  a  good  girl. 

Some  of  the  violence  Anne  described,  such  as 
stoning,  definitely  crosses  the  hazy  line  social 
workers  draw  between  “discipline"  and  abuse. 
Had  some  nosy  do-gooder  blown  the  whistle  (and 
the  cops  or  child  welfare  people  chosen  to  in¬ 
vestigate  the  complaint,  and  one  of  them  or  a  doc¬ 
tor  found  marks  on  her  body  that  fit  their  notions 
of  what  abuse  looks  like,  and  Anne  testified 
against  Karen  rather  than  corroborating  her  story 
about  Anne  falling  down  the  stairs  or  something, 
and  the  investigators  believed  Anne,  rather  than 
assuming  that  SHE  was  just  mad  ai  mom  for 
making  her  clean  her  room,  You-know-how-kids- 
are. .  .),  Karen  might  have  found  herself  in  trou¬ 
ble  with  the  law. 

Which  would  have  sent  her  to  some  bureaucrat 
whose  goal  is  to  "keep  the  family  together," 
regardless  of  what  Anne  (or  Karen  for  that  mat¬ 
ter)  wanted.  The  social  worker,  whose  empathy 
lies  mostly  with  the  parent,  and  who  already 
agrees  that  Karen  should  run  Anne’s  life,  would 
encourage  Karen  to  talk  about  her  miserable 
childhood  (a  safe  bet,  since  most  people’s  child¬ 
hoods  are  pretty  lousy),  and  teach  her  more  subtle 
ways  of  dominating  Anne. 

If  this  were  a  really  comprehensive  social  ser¬ 
vice  agency,  Anne  would  also  be  put  into  some 
kind  of  therapy,  where  the  counselor  (and 
possibly  a  bunch  of  other  kids;  ehild-shrinkers  are 
very  into  “peer  group  control,”  and  it’s  very  easy 
to  get  a  group  of  powerless  people  to  side  with 
authority  against  one  of  their  own)  would  “con¬ 
front"  her  with  how  and  why  she  manipulated  her 
mother  into  abusing  her,  help  her  “work 
through”  (de-legitimatize)  her  anger  at  her 
mother,  and  explain  that  she  must  do  her  part  to 
end  the  “abusive  family  configuration”  by  trying 
harder  to  be  a  good  girl. 

If,  after  some  months,  Karen  had  still  not  de- 
escalated  her  violence  against  Anne  to  a  socially 
acceptable  level,  the  social  worker  might  start 
proceedings  to  have  Anne  removed  from  Karen’s 
custody.  Karen  might  end  up  childless.  Anne 
might  end  up  in  a  foster  home  or  some  other 
depository  for  children  separated  from  their 
rightful  owners,  to  start  working  up  a  rap  sheet  of 
her  own  (children  in  state  custody  are  closely 
monitored  for  “acting-out  behaviors”).  And  I 
might  be  reading  articles  telling  me  that  I  should 
send  money  and  letters  of  support  on  behalf  of  a 
sister  waging  a  custody  battle,  in  the  name  of 
sacred  (lesbian)  motherhood. 

I  haven’t  been  through  this  myself.  My  parents 
never  did  anything  to  me  which  would  have  been 
considered  wrong  or  unusual.  But  I  spent  seven 
years  in  the  juvenile  mental  health  system,  as 
what  the  “helper  community”  calls  a  “troubled 
teen,”  where  1  met  a  number  of  people  who  had 
been  abused  before  they  were  removed  from  their 
(parents’)  homes  for  being  “problem  children.” 
As  an  adult,  1  used  to  work  as  a  cleaning  lady  at 
the  Juvenile  Protection  Agency  in  Chicago, 
where  I  surreptitiously  read  their  books  and 
papers.  So  1  have  a  pretty  good  idea  of  how  this 
stuff  goes  down. 

The  Lesbian  Caucus  of  the  National  Coalition 
Against  Domestic  Violence  has  seen  fit  to  add  a 
paragraph  to  their  resolution  on  lesbian-battering 
asking,  “that  lesbians  engaged  in  sado¬ 
masochistic  behavior  carefully  examine  the 
nature  of  consent ...”  in  their  relationships.  The 
abusive  situation  Anne  described  sounds  more 
like  a  variation  on  parent-child  relations  than  it 
does  like  an  S&M  trip  that  went  too  far.  Why 
didn’t  NCADV  ask  women  with  children  to, 
“carefully  examine  the  nature  of  consent”  bet¬ 
ween  them  and  their  kids?  Perhaps  the  mothers  in 
the  group  are  afraid  that  their  relationships  with 
their  children  would  flunk  at  least  the  first  two 
points  on  their  checklist.

‘ Jubilant  Victory  ’ 


Berkeley  Teacher 
Settles  with  University

BERKELEY,  CA  —  A  lesbian 
feminist,  Asian  American  teacher 
at  the  University  of  California 
(UC)  campus  here  announced  an 
out-of-court  settlement  of  her  free 
speech  and  discrimination  suit 
against  the  school. 

Merle  Woo  had  accused  UC  of 
violating  her  right  of  free  speech 
by  firing  her  in  June  1982  because 
she  was  critical  of  her 
department’s  policies  and  because 
she  was  an  active  unionist.  UC  of¬ 
ficials  claimed  she  was  dismissed 
under  a  school  policy  which  calls 
for  the  non-renewal  of  lecturer’s 
contracts  after  four  years  of  ser¬ 
vice. 

The  UC  Board  of  Regents,  on 
Feb.  16,  approved  a  settlement  re¬ 
turning  Woo  to  work  with  a  two- 
year  contract  as  a  visiting  lecturer, 
a  $48,584  cash  award  and  $25,000 
in  attorney’s  fees.  She  will  begin 
her  two-year  appointment  to  the 
department  of  education  in  the  fall 
semester,  1984.  Woo  had  previ¬ 
ously  been  a  lecturer  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  Asian  American  studies. 

In  a  statement  issued  on  Feb.  17, 
Woo  said,  “I  am  jubilant  to  an¬ 
nounce  that  after  nearly  two  years 
of  waging  a  free  speech  battle,  we 
have  emerged  victorious.  We  filed 
suits  in  both  federal  and  state 
courts  charging  violations  of  First 
Amendment  rights  —  free  speech 
and  association  —  and  discrimina¬ 
tion  based  on  race,  sex,  sexuajity 
and  political  ideology.  As  we  ap¬ 
proached  our  federal  trial  set  for 
early  March,  UC  offered  a  settle¬ 
ment  to  which  1  have  agreed.” 

The  University’s  attorney  on  the 
case,  Philip  Spiekerman,  told 
GCN  that  the  ‘‘no-fault  settle-, 
ment”  is  not  an  acknowledgement 
of  wrongdoing  on  the  University’s 
part.  Spiekerman  said  UC  opted  to 
settle  out  of  court  because  ‘‘it  serv¬ 
ed  the  University’s  interests.” 

According  to  Mary  Dunlap, 
Woo’s  attorney,  UC’s  settlement 
“symbolizes  a  recognition. .  .that 
Merle  Woo’s  abilities  and  gifts  are 
needed  and  wanted  by  UC.”  Dun¬ 
lap  commended  Spiekerman  and 
others  who  negotiated  the  out-of- 
court  settlement. 


Woo’s  case  synthesized  many 
current  issues  related  to  em¬ 
ployees’  rights  in  their  workplaces. 
When  fired  in  1982,  under  the  UC 
policy  of  non-renewal  of  lecturers 
after  four  years  of  work.  Woo 
charged  the  University  with 
discrimination  against  her  on 
several  counts.  She  maintained 
that  she  was  fired  because  she 
criticized  the  Asian  American 
studies  tenured  faculty’s  decision

to  eliminate  student  participation 
in  the  program,  to  cut  community- 
related  courses  and  to  scuttle  the 
goal  of  establishing  a  Third  World 
college. 

She  also  charged  UC  with  dis¬ 
criminating  against  her  for  being 
an  outspoken  trade  unionist,  a  les¬ 
bian  and  a  socialist-feminist  af¬ 
filiated  with  both  the  organization 
Radical  Women  and  the  Freedom 
Socialist  Party.  Encapsulated  in 
Woo’s  case  were  issues  of  affir¬ 
mative  action,  union  organizing, 
the  rights  of  untenured  faculty, 
sexual  orientation  discrimination 
and  free  speech  in  the  workplace. 

Fler  case  attracted  national  at¬ 
tention  and  effected  at  least  one 
important  change  in  University 
policy.  In  November,  1983,  the 
state’s  Public  Employment  Rela¬ 
tions  Board  (PERB)  decided  that 
UC’s  “four-year-rule,’  under 
which  Woo  had  ostensibly  been 
dismissed,  was  an  unfair  labor 
practice.  PERB  ordered  UC  to  re¬ 
instate,  with  back  pay  and  interest, 


Woo  and  all  other  lecturers  fired 
under  the  rule.  According  to 
Spiekerman,  UC  is  appealing 
PERB’s  ruling. 

The  Merle  Woo  Defense  Com¬ 
mittee,  organized  to  coordinate 
publicity  and  fundraising  efforts, 
was  composed  of  students, 
workers,  community  activists  and 
unionists,  according  to  member 
Edgar  Poma.  A  former  student  of 
Woo’s,  Poma  credited  her  with  in¬ 
stilling  in  him  a  sense  of  “great 
pride  and  self-worth  as  a  gay  man 
and  an  Asian  American.” 

And  Nancy  Shaw,  an  assistant 
professor  at  UC-Santa  Cruz  who 
faces  an  ongoing  struggle  to  re¬ 
verse  an  improper  denial  of  her 
tenure  in  1982,  noted  in  her  state¬ 
ment  that  Woo  “stood  for  the 
right  of  every  woman,  every  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  man,  and  every 
minority  employee  to  be  treated 
with  at  least  as  much  respect  as  any 
one  straight  white  male.”

love  and  compassion.” 

Sen.  Allan  Robbins  (D-Van 
Nuys)  asked  Doolittle  if  he  would 
hire  the  most  qualified  candidate 
for  a  job  on  his  staff  if  that  person 
were  gay.  Doolittle  responded, 
“In  my  district,  let  me  tell  you,  an 
avowed  homosexual,  by  defini¬ 
tion,  isn’t  qualified.” 

In  addition  to  18  Democrats, 
four  Republicans  voted  in  favor  of 
the  measure.  One  of  the  four  was 
Ed  Davis,  who,  as  former  chief  of 
police  of  Los  Angeles,  was  re¬ 
nowned  for  his  strict  law  and  order 
policies  and  conservative  poli¬ 
tics.” 


“I  think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  of 
80  assemblypersons  and  40  sena¬ 
tors,  if  there  was  one  person  who 
really  wrestled  with  the  issue,  it 
was  Ed  Davis,”  commented 
Jones,  noting  that  Davis  had  voted 
against  the  measure  in  committee. 

During  the  debate,  Davis  told 
the  Senate  that  opponents  of  the 
bill  had  threatened  to  do  “their 
damnedest  to  deprive  me  of  em¬ 
ployment  if  1  voted  for  this  bill.” 
He  described  a  call  from  a  woman 
who  said  she  was  part  of  “a  Chris¬ 
tian  family  with  five  voters.  The 
message  I  got  was  that  ‘because 
I’m  a  Christian,  I  have  to  love 


homosexuals,’  ”  said  Davis.  “You 
have  to  love  homosexuals,  but 
starve  them  to  death.”  He  added 
that  “God  must  be  thoroughly 
disgusted  at  some  of  the  things  we 
do  in  the  name  of  religion.” 

Gay  men  and  lesbians  filled  the 
Senate  galleries  during  debate  on 
the  bill,  hugging  each  other  when 
the  bill  passed.  “It  was  won¬ 
derful!”  said  Jones. 

Jones  commented,  “People 
should  notice  what  is  happening  in 
California.  We  have  the  second 
largest  outbreak  of  AIDS  in  the 
world,  it’s  in  the  media  every  day. 
The  right  is  making  a  concerted  ef¬ 
fort  to  use  that  against  us.  And 
yet,  this  year  we  have  elected  an 
openly  gay  mayor  of  Laguna 
Beach,  an  openly  gay  mayor  of 
Santa  Cruz,  we  have  passed  a  gay 
rights  ordinance  in  Sacramento, 
Oakland  has  the  toughest  ordin¬ 
ance  in  the  nation,  and  we  have 
passed  this  bill.” 

He  added,  “The  most  impor¬ 
tant  effect  is  symbolic.  The  com¬ 
munity  really  needed  a  victory.”

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Harvard  Faculty  Pans 
Military’s  Antigay  Bias

CAMBRIDGE  —  The  Harvard 
University  faculty  of  arts  and 
sciences  passed  a  resolution,  on 
February  14,  disassociating  itself 
from  the  military’s  policy  of  dis¬ 
crimination  against  gay  people. 
The  issue  arose  when  the  faculty 
was  asked  to  vote  on  a  resolution 
which  would  reimburse  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
for  Harvard  students’  military 
ROTC  training  there.  Harvard 
does  not  have  its  own  ROTC  pro¬ 
gram. 

The  anti-discrimination  state¬ 
ment  appears  as  an  amendment  to 
the  resolution  which  reimburses 
MIT  and  states  that  by  paying 
these  funds  to  MIT,  the  faculty 
does  not  imply  support  for  discri¬ 
mination  based  on  sexual  orienta¬ 
tion. 

Jake  Stevens,  the  president  of 
the  Harvard-Radcliffe  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Student  Association  and 
the  author  of  the  amendment,  told 
GCN  that  it  is  significant  because 
it  opens  the  door  to  moving  the 
faculty  to  provide  a  general  state¬ 
ment  of  non-discrimination  based 
on  sexual  orientation. 

Although  such  a  resolution  was 
previously  formulated,  it  did  not 
go  beyond  the  Faculty  Council. 
One  faculty  member,  who  prefer¬ 
red  not  to  be  named,  said  that  this 
was  the  first  time  “the  faculty  had 
the  opportunity  to  debate  and  dis¬ 
cuss  the  issue  [and]  when  the  facul¬ 
ty  had  the  opportunity,  they  did 
not  express  themselves  circum¬ 
spectly  or  non-committally,  but 
took  a  strong  stand.” 

According  to  Stevens,  Harvard 
University  has  eleven  faculties  on¬ 
ly  two  of  which,  the  faculty  of  arts 
and  sciences  and  the  business 
faculty,  operate  without  nondis¬ 
crimination  clauses.  Stevens  said 


that  he  would  again  raise  the  issue 
of  nondiscrimination  for  lesbians 
and  gay  men  in  the  near  future,  al¬ 
though  he  may  wait  until  June 
when  there  is  a  new  faculty  dean 
who  will  be  more  supportive. 

Stevens  told  GCN  that  he  had 
originally  wanted  to  add  two 
amendments  to  the  ROTC  resolu¬ 
tion,  both  of  which  he  read  to  the 
faculty.  The  first  stated  that  reim¬ 
bursement  to  the  MIT  ROTC  pro¬ 
gram  did  not  imply  the  faculty’s 
support  for  discrimination  based 
on  sexual  orientation.  The  second 
amendment  was  that  the  faculty 
opposes  discrimination  based  on 
sexual  orientation  in  all  Harvard- 
supported  programs. 

Because  Stevens  is  a  student  and 
not  a  voting  member  of  the  facul¬ 
ty,  he  could  address  the  body  but 
could  not  move  either  motion.  A 
member  of  the  faculty,  Warren 
Wacker,  introduced  the  first  mo¬ 
tion  but  not  the  second.  Stevens 
told  GCN  that  Wacker  introduced 
only  the  first  because  he  thought 
the  second  would  not  pass. 

A  member  of  the  faculty  told 
GCN  that  in  the  parliamentary 
maneuvering  during  the  course  of 
the  debate,  a  number  of  votes  were 
taken  and  “in  none  of  these  votes 
did  the  faculty  divide  closely,  it 
was  by  a  show  of  hands.  At  every 
turn,  our  side  was  in  the  sizable 
majority  which  is  part  of  the  ex¬ 
citement.” 

According  to  this  source, 
Wacker  was  questioned  as  to  the 
exact  meaning  of  the  amendment. 
“Did  it  mean  that  the  faculty  took 
no  stand?”  asked  one  person. 
Wacker  replied  that,  yes,  the 
amendment  was  neutral  in  its 
stance. 

Stevens  told  GCN,  “It  was  clear 
from  how  people  were  dealing 


with  it  that  they  saw  it  as  a  more 
active  position  than  that.” 

And  the  faculty  member  said, 
“Nobody  on  our  side  decided  to 
make  an  issue  of  it  because  by  sug¬ 
gesting  the  motion  was  neutral,  it 
was  going  to  go  through.” 

After  two  hours  of  debate  and

BOSTON  —  A  Washington, 
D.C.  man,  in  town  to  visit  a 
friend,  found  himself  the  victim  of 
an  early-morning  queerbashing  by 
six  Dorchester  youths  on  February 
11. 

Lynn  Frizzell  says  he  and  four 
friends  were  walking  home  from 
Buddies  along  Boylston  Street 
around  3  a.m.  when  a  blue  van  ap¬ 
proached  them  near  the  corner  of 
Arlington  Street. 

“They  were  baiting  us,”  Frizzell 
told  GCN.  “They  started  yelling 
obscenities  at  us,  ‘cocksucker,’ 
‘faggot,’  that  type  of  thing.  So  we 
knew  it  was  time  to  get  out  of 
there.”  When  the  group  turned 
around  and  walked  back  along 
Boylston  Street,  the  six  assailants 
jumped  out  of  the  van  and  began 
their  attack.  Frizzell  was  kicked 
three  times  in  the  face,  but  escaped 
serious  injury. 

Boston  police  officer  Bob 
Baird,  who  was  standing  nearby, 
saw  the  attack  and  ran  to  the  aid  of 
the  men.  Baird  arrested  one  of  the 
attackers,  a  22-year-old  man  from 
the  Fields  Corner  neighborhood  of 
Dorchester,  who  was  arraigned  on 
Feb.  13  in  Boston  Municipal 
Court. 


attempts  to  refer  the  matter  to 
committed,  the  amendment  pass¬ 
ed.  According  to  Stevens  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  faculty  suggested  during 
the  debate  that  the  second, 
stronger  motion  be  taken  up  at  a 
later  date. 


Official  response  to  the  incident 
has  been  somewhat  different  than 
might  have  been  expected  before 
the  new  city  administration  took 
office  at  the  beginning  of  this  year. 
District  8  City  Councillor  David 
Scondras,  Constituent  Services 
Coordinator  Don  Babets  and  Bos¬ 
ton  Police  Department  liaison  to 
the  lesbian  and  gay  community  Lt. 
Donald  Devine  have  all  taken  an 
active  interest  in  the  investigation. 

Scondras  wrote  a  letter  to  Depu¬ 
ty  Supt.  James  Feeney,  Baird’s 
commanding  officer,  offering  his 
support  in  this  and  other  instances 
of  queerbashing.  Scondras  noted 
that  “the  gay  and  lesbian  com¬ 
munity  deserves  your  special  effort 
in  their  protection  given  the  his¬ 
tory  of  hostility  and  abuse  which 
has  been  directed  against  them.” 

Frizzell  says  he  plans  to  return 
to  Boston  to  press  charges  against 
his  attacker.  “I’m  hoping  that 
anything  that  comes  out  of  this 
may  deter  the  same  thing  from 
happening  to  other  people,”  he 
told  GCN.  “This  has  gotten  me  in¬ 
volved  again.  They  really  picked 
on  the  wrong  person.” 


AIDS 
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that  lack  of  money  and  communi¬ 
ty  organizations  also  hamper  the 
Haitian  community.  Monestina 
told  GCN  that  he  expects  that 
Silvia  can  be  utilized  by  his  com¬ 
munity. 

Kessler  said  that  some  projects 
that  he  favors  for  development  are 
in-service  training  sessions  with  ci¬ 
ty  employees  in  the  hospital  sys¬ 
tem,  particularly  Boston  City  Hos¬ 
pital.  “Boston  City  Hospital  is  go¬ 
ing  to  see  more  people  with  AIDS, 
particularly  those  who  are  without 
health  insurance.  My  hope  is  that 
we  can  beef  up  services  over  there. 
I’m  not  really  thrilled  with  BCH 
but  Silvia  can  help.” 

Kessler  also  said  that  he  would 
'ike  to  see  the  AIDS  coordinator 
move  towards  developing  an  AIDS 
ward  at  City  Hospital,  like  the  one 
at  San  Francisco  General  Hospi¬ 
tal.  “We  would  get  quality  care  on 
one  floor  instead  of  [mediocre] 
care  all  over  the  plac?.  And  the 
community  would  ensure  that  it  is 
a  special  place.” 

Prior  to  her  appointment,  Silvia 
worked  at  the  Rhode  Island  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Health  for  ten 
years.  She  worked  in  the  Sexually 
Transmitted  Diseases  section  and 
eventually  coordinated  their  AIDS 
activities.  She  has  had  experience 
in  coordinating  surveillance  and 
reporting  of  AIDS  cases  and  also 
performed  educational  functions. 
She  told  GCN  that  she  has  con¬ 
ducted  in-service  training  with  the 
Rhode  Island  Gay  Task  Force  and 
the  Rhode  Island  Gay  Help  Line  as 
well  as  conducted  in-service  train¬ 
ing  for  drug  abuse  counselors,  a 
funeral  directors’  group  and  men¬ 
tal  health  professionals. 

Seage’s  position  as  epidemiolo¬ 
gist  is  funded  by  the  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  in  Atlanta.  He 
will  work  on  surveillance  of  AIDS 
cases  in  the  Commonwealth,  and 
will  act  as  a  link  between  Boston’s 
Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  and  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health.

. .  .but  GCN  wants  to  remind  its  readers  that  gay 
men  are  at  particular  risk  of  contracting  hepatitis 
B,  a  liver  infection  which  kills  5000  people  each 
year.  That’s  five  times  as  many  fatalities  each 
year  as  have  ever  been  caused  by  AIDS.  As  of 
yet,  there  is  no  specific  preventative  or  cure  for 
AIDS.  But  we  do  have  a  vaccine  for  hepatitis  B. 

If  you  have  already  had  hepatitis  B,  you  may  not 
need  the  vaccine.  It’s  even  possible  that  you  may 
have  contracted  a  mild  form  of  the  disease  with¬ 
out  knowing  it.  A  simple  and  relatively  inexpen¬ 
sive  screening  can  determine  whether  you  already 
have  the  hepatitis  B  antibody,  or  if  you  should 
consider  getting  the  vaccine.  So  visit  your  doctor, 
your  local  gay  clinic,  or  a  community  health 
center  and  ask  about  the  hepatitis  B  screening 
and  vaccine.  And  if  you  can,  consider  making  a 
donation  so  that  those  who  can’t  afford  the  ex¬ 
pensive  treatment  can  stay  healthy  too. 

In  Boston,  the  hepatitis  B  screening  and  vaccine 
is  available  from  the  Fenway  Community  Health 
Center,  which  maintains  a  fund  to  provide  grants 
and  loans  to  those  who  cannot  afford  the  vac¬ 
cine.  For  more  information,  or  to  make  a  contri¬ 
bution  to  the  fund,  call  the  Fenway  Community 
Health  Center  at  (617)  267-7573.

‘ Life  After  the  Election  ’ 

Washington  Politics: 
A  Tale  of  Two  Cities 


By  Jim  Ryan 

WASHINGTON  —  To  under¬ 
stand  politics  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  you  first  have  to  un¬ 
derstand  that  Washington  is  two 
cities.  To  the  majority  of  Ameri¬ 
cans  and  certainly  to  the  millions 
who  visit  here  each  year,  it  is  a  city 
of  monuments  and  museums,  of 
imposing  public  buildings,  of 
cherry  blossoms  and  manicured 
lawns,  and  most  of  all  a  city  which 
politically  controls  the  state  of  the 
nation.  To  them  Washington 
belongs  to  that  nation;  it  is  our 
nation’s  capital. 

The  700,000  people  who  make 
Washington  their  home  have  a  dif¬ 
ferent  perspective.  Their  Washing¬ 
ton  is  entered  by  leaving  the  Mall. 
It  is  a  city  of  sharp  contrasts,  of 
tremendous  poverty  and  incredible 
wealth  existing  side  by  side.  Its 
citizens  are  bound  together  by 
family,  by  powerful  churches  and 
by  love  for  the  Red  Skins  that  ap¬ 
proaches  religious  fanaticism. 
True  Washingtonians  either  never 
develop  “Potomac  fever,”  or  they 
get  over  it  quickly.  The  sight  of  a 
presidential  motorcade  ripping 
down  the  street  often  will  elicit 
nothing  more  from  then  than  a 
single-finger  gesture. 

Politically,  it  is  a  city  where 
blacks  have  the  numbers,  whites 
have  the  money,  and  two  groups 
of  newcomers  are  becoming  forces 
to  reckon  with:  refugees  from 
Central  America  and  refugees  of 
another  kind,  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  a  city 
in  which  there  is  no  real  power,  a 
city  whose  fate  lies  in  the  hands  of 
a  nation  that  seems  woefully  ig¬ 
norant  of  its  needs. 

Washingtonians  have  only  been 
electing  their  mayor  and  city  coun¬ 
cil  since  1974,  when  limited  home 
rule  was  granted  to  the  city.  They 
elect  to  Congress  a  single  non¬ 
voting  delegate,  a  situation  many 
have  likefled  to  being  represented 
at  an  orgy  by  a  eunuch.  Indeed, 
either  house  of  Congress  can 
within  30  days  overturn  any  law 
enacted  by  the  City  Council. 

The  House  of  Representatives 
painfully  reminded  residents  of 
this  in  August,  1982,  when  it  bow¬ 
ed  to  tremendous  pressure  from 
the  Moral  Majority  and  other 
right-wing  groups  to  invalidate 
sexual  reform  legislation  that, 
among  other  changes,  would  have 
removed  sodomy  from  the  list  of 
criminal  offenses. 

A  proposed  amendment  to  the 
federal  constitution  that  would 
give  D.C.  residents  voting  repre¬ 
sentation  in  Congress  has  been  ap¬ 
proved  by  only  nine  of  the  needed 
38  state  legislatures.  Efforts  are 
underway  to  petition  Congress  to 
make  the  District  of  Columbia  a 
state,  though  the  chances  of  suc¬ 
cess  depend  a  great  deal  upon  the 
outcome  of  the  1984  congressional 
elections. 

For  the  time  being,  the  District 
remains,  as  city  councilwoman 
Hilda  Mason  once  put  it,  “the  last 
colonial  possession  in  North 
America.” 

It  is  in  this  unique  political  en¬ 
vironment  that  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians  have,  with  the  advent  of 
home  rule,  made  substantial  gains. 
District  politics  is  almost  synony¬ 
mous  with  the  Democratic  Party. 
There  are  fewer  than  20,000  reg¬ 
istered  Republicans  here. 
Democrats  fill  every  seat  on  the  Ci¬ 
ty  Council  except  for  one  constitu¬ 
tionally  set  aside  for  a  minority 
party;  that  seat  is  filled  by  Mason 
of  the  Statehood  Party. 

The  Gertrude  Stein  Democratic 
Club  has  over  220  members.  It 
typically  spends  between  $12,000 
and  $50,000  in  an  election  year, 
making  it  one  of  the  best  organized 
and  financed  political  organiza¬ 


tions  in  the  city.  Its  string  of  elec¬ 
toral  successes  is  impressive.  In 
1978,  Stein  mobilized  lesbian  and 
gay  support  for  Marion  Barry, 
helping  him  win  a  narrow  victory 
in  the  Democratic  primary  and 
hence  the  mayoral  race. 

In  1980,  Stein  endorsed  Ted 
Kennedy  for  president  and  helped 
elect  five  openly  gay  delegates  and 
one  alternate  to  the  Democratic 
convention.  In  1982,  Stein  played 
a  key  role  in  Barry’s  re-election 
and  in  the  election  of  Dave  Clark 
as  council  chairman.  It  is  un¬ 
deniably  a  powerful  organiztion.

particularly  in  Wards  1,  2  and  6, 
where  many  Stein  members  live. 

Others  have  criticized  Stein  for 
being,  in  a  city  that  is  70  percent 
black,  an  organization  that  is 
almost  as  overwhelmingly  white  as 
it  is  male.  Like  many  gay  organiza¬ 
tions  here,  Stein  has  been  suc¬ 
cessful  in  attracting  politically  ac¬ 
tive  white  gay  men,  many  of  whom 
are  newcomers  to  the  city  and  are 
here  because  of  their  interest  and 
involvement-in  government.  It  has 
had  little  success  in  attracting  les¬ 
bians  —  black  or  white  —  or  black 
gay  men,  who  have,  until  recently, 
shied  away  from  involvement  in 
electoral  politics. 

Stein  president  Bill  Bogan  is  sen¬ 
sitive  to  these  charges:  “We  repre¬ 
sent  gay  people  who  are  open  and 
actively  involved  in  the  political 
process.  Traditionally,  that’s  been 
white  males.  Now  that’s  certainly 
begun  to  change  in  the  last  two  or 
three  years.” 

That  change  has  resulted,  in 
part,  from  the  emergence  in  June, 
1982,  of  another  Democratic  club 
within  the  gay  and  lesbian  com¬ 
munity:  the  Langston  Hughes- 
Eleanor  Roosevelt  Democratic 
Club.  The  Club’s  primary  pur¬ 
pose,  according  to  co-chair  Melvin 
Boozer,  “is  to  attract  and  stim¬ 
ulate  interest  in  the  political  pro¬ 
cess  among  women  and  non¬ 
whites.”  It  does  not  seek  to  replace 
Stein  as  the  primary  political  or¬ 
ganization  in  the  community,  but 
rather  to  raise  voices  within  the 
community  that  have  thus  far  been 
silent. 

As  Boozer  puts  it,  “It’s  not  a 
question  of  our  wanting  to  take 
over,  but  rather  to  create  a  healthy 
balance.  We  want  to  convince  peo¬ 
ple  that  blacks  and  lesbians  are  not 
people  to  be  taken  for  granted.” 

Boozer  hopes  to  see  Hughes- 
Roosevelt  working  on  a  broader 
range  of  issues  than  Stein  has  done 
in  the  past,  “as  the  multi-issue 
organization.  Gay  people  have 
relied  too  heavily  in  the  past  on 
cozy  relationships  with  powerful 
politicians.  The  emphasis  has  been 
on  electoral  politics,  not  on  public 
education.  The  result:  we  have 
laws  that  ‘protect’  us,  but  there  are 
still  a  great  many  people  here  who 
hate  us.  We  must  learn  to  relate  to 
our  neighbors  and  confront  homo¬ 
phobia  in  other  arenas  than  just 
the  political,”  Boozer  said. 

Both  organizations  have  be¬ 
come  heavily  involved  in  this 
year’s  presidential  election.  The 
Stein  Club,  ignoring  the  pleas  of 
its  longtime  ally  and  avid  Jackson 
supporter  Mayor  Barry,  voted  to 
throw  the  weight  of  its  resources 
and  experience  behind  Walter 
Mondale.  Hughes-Roosevelt  has 
endorsed  Rev.  Jesse  Jackson. 

Both  clubs  worked  hard  at  the 
February  4  party  caucuses  to  elect 
openly  gay  and  lesbian  candidates 
to  ballot  positions  for  the 


District’s  May  1  primary.  The 
turnout  at  the  caucuses  was  three 
or  four  times  what  it  had  been  in 
1980,  reflecting  the  charged 
political  atmosphere  in  the  city 
and  in  the  gay  and  lesbian  com¬ 
munity  in  particular.  Stein  hired  a 
bus  to  bring  voters  from  various 
points  in  the  city  to  the  D.C.  Con¬ 
vention  Center,  site  of  the 
caucuses. 

Working  closely  with  organized 
labor  and  the  National  Organiza¬ 
tion  for  Women,  Stein  managed  to 
get  eight  candidates  elected  to 
positions  on  Mondale’s  primary 
slate.  Hughes-Roosevelt  coor¬ 
dinated  its  efforts  with  Lesbians 
and  Gays  for  Jackson  and  the  sup¬ 
porters  of  Gil  Gerald,  a  local  black 
gay  activist.  They  managed  to  get 
Gerald  and  one  other  candidate 
elected  to  the  Jackson  slate. 

.  The  two  camps  represent  dif¬ 
ferent  political  philosophies.  The 
Stein  approach,  according  to  Tom 
Collier,  one  of  those  elected  to  a 
slate  position,  on  February  4,  is  to 
“find  the  candidate  who  supports 
you  and  has  the  greatest  chance  of 
winning,  support  him  to  the  hilt, 
see  that  he’s  elected,  then  reap  the 
benefits.” 

Jackson  supporters  feel  that 
electability  should  not  be  the 
primary  concern.  They  stress 
Jackson’s  strong  support  for  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  rights  and  feel  that 
the  election  offers,  in  the  words  of 
Ellen  Mutari  and  Ray  Melrose, 
spokespeople  for  Lesbians  and 
Gays  for  Jackson,  “An  historic 
opportunity  for  the  lesbian  and 
gay  movement  to  reach  across  the 
racial  separations  which  have  con¬ 
sistently  divided  us.” 

One  thing  is  undeniably  true: 
more  gay  men  and  lesbians  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  have  become 
involved  in  electoral  politics  this 
year  than  ever  before.  There  is  an 
air  of  excitement  and  purpose 
which  both  camps  hope  will  be  sus¬ 
tained  past  the  Democratic  con¬ 
vention  this  summer. 

All  the  political  activists  I  spoke 
to  expressed  the  hope  that  after  a 
Democrat  is  elected  to  the  White 
House,  local  gays  and  lesbians  will 
begin  to  address  the  serious  flaws 
of  limited  home  Fule,  prepare  to 
play  an  even  greater  role  in  the 
1986  mayoral  elections,  and  per¬ 
haps  work  to  elect  one  of  their  own 
to  the  City  Council. 

As  Mel  Boozer  put  it,  “There  is 
life  after  the  election.  We  have 
proven  that  we  have  decided  to 
participate  in  the  electoral  process. 
The  future  will  see  us  making 
greater  demands  upon  the  political 
system.”

Shield  of  Three  Lions  by  Pamela  Kaufman. 
Crown  Publishers,  New  York.  472p.  1983. 

Shield  of  Three  Lions  is  an  old-fashioned 
historical  novel  —  Richard  the  Lionhearted’s 
Third  Crusade  —  with  a  modern  twist:  Richard’s 
young  pageboy  is  really  a  girl  in  drag. 

Young  Alix  sees  her  family  and  its  estate 
destroyed  by  warring  neighbors.  To  save  herself 
she  dresses  as  a  boy  and  attaches  herself  to  a 
group  of  roving  minstrels.  In  time  s/he  becomes 
part  of  the  King’s  retinue  and  off  they  go  to  the 
Holy  Land.  Imagine  her  surprise  when  s/he  dis¬ 
covers  that  England’s  robust  King  is  a  little  bit, 
well,  you  know,  queer. 

Actually  a  quick  description  does  not  do 
justice  to  Pamela  Kaufman’s  well  written,  know¬ 
ledgeable  and  detailed  novel.  Perhaps  historical 
novels  have  fallen  on  such  hard  tims  that  you  hve 
to  have  a  gimmick  to  get  them  published.  But  the 
gimmick  here  works  and  the  gender  switch  ac¬ 
tually  gives  Kaufman  a  chance  to  play  up  in¬ 
sights  into  the  changing  sex  roles  of  the  last  500 
years.  All  of  the  characters  are  handled  with  in¬ 
telligence  and  a  potentially  silly  or  cheap  slan¬ 
ting  of  the  story  is  carefully  avoided.

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Greek  Gay  Life  Under 
Socialists:  More  of  Same

ATHENS,  Greece  —  Most 
Greek  progressives  welcomed  the 
1981  victory  by  the  P.A.S.O.K., 
the  Greek  socialist  party,  as  the 
long-awaited  chance  for  a  leftist 
reconstruction  of  the  social- 
political-economic  life  of  the 
country.  “Allagi”  (change),  soon- 
to-be  Prime  Minister  Andreas 
Popandreou’s  motto,  was  the 
password  which  would  open  the 
governmental  gates  of  power,  tra¬ 
ditionally  closed  to  the  left. 

And  gay  people,  too,  were  hope¬ 
ful.  They  urgently  needed  the  anti¬ 
gay  policies  of  the  outgoing 
government  to  be  changed.  In  the 
issue  of  Amphi  immediately 
following  the  elections,  an  edi¬ 
torial  entitled  “The  Spirit  of 
Allagi”  listed  eight  basic  demands.1 
Unfortunately,  after  two  years, 
virtually  none  of  these  demands 
have  been  met. 

In  this  climate  of  unkept  pro¬ 
mises  and  continuing  disillusion¬ 
ment,  the  persecution  of  the  gay 
magazine  Kraximo  and  its  pub¬ 
lisher,  Pavlos  Raveniotis  (Paola), 
is  one  more  blow  to  the  communi¬ 
ty- 

Paola  began  publishing  Krax¬ 
imo  just  before  the  1981  election. 
It  began  as  a  radical  homosexual 
sheet,  but  Paola  hoped  that  it 
would  one  day  be  utilized  by  all 
marginalized  groups.  Written  in 
simple,  clear-cut  and,  at  the  same 
time,  hard-hitting  language,  Krax¬ 
imo  reached  a  circulation  of  four 
to  five  thousand. 

In  the  initial  issue  published  in 
Sept.  1981,  Paola  set  the  tone  and 
style  of  the  paper  in  a  front-page 
editorial  entitled  “1  the  Whore.” 
Later  the  paper  would  be  called 
“filthy  and  obscene”  by  socialist 
government  officials.  The  edi¬ 
torial  began,  “For  five  years  1  pro¬ 
stituted  every  night  in  Leoforos 
Sigrou,  a  leoforo  in  which  I  feel  so 
intensely  the  cruelty,  the  loneliness 
and  horridness  of  this  society.  This

society  stinks  from  the  daily  shit¬ 
ting  of  the  people  who  guide  us. 
These  ones  deprive  us  of  the  right 
to  enjoy  our  lives  like  human  be¬ 
ings  and  leave  us  only  with  a 
miserable  survival  which  they 
cloak  with  the  veil  of  ‘honesty  and

Kraximo  survived  to  hear  the 
Papandreou  promise  that  there 
would  be  no  censorship  and  that 
“discrimination  against  minorities 
would  be  abolished.”

Gay  Life  in  India: 

Tycoons  to  Fashion  Models

The  fairly  common  use  of  the 
term  “gay”  in  the  Indian  social 
situation  lamentably  has  not  led  to 
a  clearer  understanding  of 
homosexuality.  The  fact  that  it  is 
tolerated  and  talked  about  more 
freely  than  before  does  not  signify 
an  objectivity  or  acceptance. 

For  most  people,  disapproval 


stems  from  the  fact  that  homosex¬ 
uality  is  thought  to  be  abnormal 
and  goes  against  the  grain  of 
nature.  Section  377  of  the  Indian 
Penal  Code  states,  “Whoever  has 
carnal  intercourse  against  the  code 
of  nature  with  any  man,  woman  or 
animal  shall  be  punished  with  im¬ 
prisonment  for  life  or  with  im¬ 
prisonment  which  may  extend  to 
ten  years  and  shall  also  be  liable  to 
a  fine.” 

Through  the  ages,  before  the  ad¬ 
vent  of  Christianity,  in  the  ancient 
civilizations  of  Rome  and  Greece, 
there  was  common  and  widespread 
acceptance  of  homosexual  love.  In 
India,  the  first  person  to  introduce 
homosexuality  and  encourage  it  to 
spread  ages  ago  was  Babar,  a 


Moslem  king.  He  believed  that  a 
man  had  every  right  to  have  sex 
with  his  male  friends.  Slowly  this 
practice  spread  to  other  com¬ 
munities  and  became  common. 

In  India  people  strongly  believe 
that  homosexuality  arises  due  to 
two  factors:  congenital,  that  is, 
because  of  hormonal  balance;  and 
environmental,  that  is,  caused  by 


dominating  parents,  emotional 
distress,  etc. 

A  survey  was  recently  con¬ 
ducted  on  nearly  3000  homosexual 
men  between  the  ages  of  15  and  25 
from  Hindu,  Moslem,  Parsi  and 
Christian  societies.  It  took  three 
years  to  complete  and  covered 
social  groupings  such  as  salesper¬ 
sons,  doctors  and  students.  Nearly 
54  percent  started  out  as 
heterosexuals,  realizing  their 
homosexuality  at  a  later  date. 

The  gay  world  is  described  as 
“Bombay’s  best  organized  and 
least  publicized  alternate  society.” 
There  is  a  series  of  secret  signals 
for  communicating:  a  thumb 
wriggled  at  another  homosexual 
means  “no  game  in  this  place”;  a 


palm  up  is  a  warning  that  a 
plainclothes  cop  is  around;  a  loud 
sniff  with  a  heavy  sigh  means 
“This  person  is  unsafe”  or  “I’m 
not  sure  that  he  will  play  along.” 
There  are  also  various  gay  slangs 
used  during  communication  like 
“aunty-bai”  (ageing 

homosexual);  “clinic”  or  “doc¬ 
tor”^  railway  toilet  used  for 
liaisons;  “dhundha”  (good  hunting 
or  cruising);  “khawdi”(a  hustler); 
“koti”(a  queen  or  effeminate 
homosexual);  “kownya”(a 
targeted  male);  “silver 
sands”(chowpatty  beach);  and 
“rundi”(a  bitch,  affectionately 
unless  the  R  is  rolled,  when  it 
means  a  grabber  of  men). 

In  New  Delhi,  unofficial 
statistics  indicate  that  one  out  of 
every  five  men  is  a  homosexual  — 
from  industrial  tycoons  to  fashion 
models.  It  is  a  cross  section  cutting 
through  every  level  of  society  but 
tightly  knit  and  completely  closed. 
It  is  a  world  charged  with  passion 
and  emotion,  with  jealousy, 
possessiveness  and  romance  — 
just  like  the  straight  world. 

There  is  no  organized  gay 
association  in  India  to  speak  of. 
Among  those  gays  who  decide  to 
reveal  their  sexuality  and  identity, 
very  few  take  the  step  all  the  way 
out  of  the  closet.  They  are  never 
sure  of  the  reaction  they  will  get.  It 
is  an  insecure  world  of  vulnerable 
people  who  are  always  very  scared, 
very  selective. 

Gay  people  are  always  dis 
couraged  wherever  they  go.  The

sensitive  areas  are  the  teaching 
professions,  the  armed  forces  and 
hospitals.  If  by  chance  an 
employer  does  get  to  know  that  a 
person  is  gay  and  he  has  to  choose 
between  a  heterosexual  applicant 
and  a  homosexual,  he’d  opt  for  the 
former.  This  often  makes  gays  feel

the  stunning  victory  of  the 
P.A.S.O.K.,  the  newly  formed 
socialist  party.  The  right  wing,  for 
the  first  time  in  Greece’s  history, 
grudgingly  took  up  its  role  as  the 
oppostition,  while  P.A.S.O.K. 
stepped  in  as  the  new  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  country. 

But,  hopes  that  repression  of 
gays  would  ease  have  been  shat¬ 
tered.  Harassment,  rampant 
under  the  right-wing  government, 
continued  in  a  more  systematic 
and  brutal  way.  Under  the  rightist 
government,  Paola  had  received  a 
five-month  suspended  sentence

others  are?);  it’s  more  like  a  “keep 
busy”  book  that  you  might  give  a 
sick  child  home  from  school  (or  a 
sick  queen  home  from  the  bar). 
One  of  the  stories  concerns  Stanley 
as  he  wakes  up  one  morning  and 
discovers  a  mysterious  black  boot 
and  an  even  more  mysterious 
leather  mask  in  his  bed.  Just  as  he 
is  wondering  how  they  got  there  we 
are  told  that  “Not  only  is  this 
book  a  bloodcurdling  thriller,  it  is 
full  of  puzzles  and  tricks,  riddles 
and  jokes,  games  to  play  indoors 
and  out,  masses  of  things  to  make 
and  do . . .  All  you  need  is  a  pencil, 
scissors,  glue,  elastic,  a  dustbin, 
string,  2  pocket  calculators ...”  — 
and  the  list  goes  on.  We  proceed  to 
follow  Stanley  through  his  normal 
day  and  watch  him  as  he  attempts 
to  uncover  the  mystery  of  the  boot 
and  mask. 

David  Shenton  draws  like  a 
speed  freak.  Every  page  is  covered 
with  intricate,  detailed  drawings 
that  practically  burst  and  spill  over 
the  page.  Sometimes  the  story  is 
told  in  panel  form  but  there  are 
always  more  details  going  around, 
behind  and  through  them.  There  is 
endless  writing  explaining  what  is 
going  on,  alerting  us  to  details  we 
might  have  missed  —  and  rightly 
so  since  it  takes  several  readings  to 
take  in  everything  —  making 
political  commentary,  giving  us 
the  rules  for  the  different  puzzles 
and  contests  that  are  hidden  on  the 
pages.  Interspersed  with  all  of  this 
are  meditations  on  great  gay  works 
of  art,  games  to  play  while  at  the 
chemist’s,  checklists  to  see  if  you 
are  a  homosexual  and  a  data  card 
to  determine  with  whom  you 
should  go  to  bed.  Stanley  is  like 
Everyman  trapped  in  the  gay 
world.  A  representative  of  what  I 
imagine  to  be  your  typical  London 
done,  he  is  forever  peeking  from 
behind  the  incredible  jumble  of 
drawings  on  every  page.  It  almost 
seems  as  if  he  were  trying  to  get  out 
of  the  book  and  go  on  his  way,  try¬ 
ing  to  solve  the  mystery  of  the  boot 
and  mask.  (He  does,  by  the  way. 
It’s  a  very  traditional  story.) 

The  wonderful  thing  about 


people  —  the  machos  as  well  as 
others  who  don’t  know  where  else 
to  go.  Also,  the  married  kind  who 
are  not  that  openly  gay. 

Today  no  child  or  teenager  in 
India  grows  up  without  knowing, 
reading,  hearing  the  word  “gay.” 
But  for  a  person  who  is  homosex¬ 
ual,  the  trauma  of  facing  social 
derision  and  alienation  is  by  no 
means  less.  It  is  a  strange  coinage, 
the  word  “gay”;  it  almost  never 
means  happy. 


and  a  five-year  probation  period 
for  resisting  arrest.  During  the 
trial,  many  known  activists  and 
artists  came  forward  to  offer  their 
support,  undoubtedly  influencing 
the  final  decision.  But,  a  prece¬ 
dent  of  harassment  of  Paola  had 
been  set  and  P.A.S.O.K.  did 
nothing  to  alter  that. 

After  a  prolonged  delay,  a  third 
issue  of  Kraximo  appeared  in 
June,  1982.  In  the  magazine, 
Paola  explained  to  readers  that  his 
trial  and  the  harassment  of  him  by 
the  authorities  had  caused  the 
delay  in  publication,  but  that  with 
the  help  of  friends,  he  had  put  out

Stanley  and  the  Mask  of  Mystery  is 
that,  like  Gay  Comix  No.  4,  it 
takes  the  contemporary  gay  world 
for  granted.  Stanley  goes  off  cruis¬ 
ing,  to  the  bar  or  out  with  friends, 
he  worries  about  his  physique,  his 
flannel  shirts,  his  appearance  in 
the  bar  and  generally  tries  to  make 
his  way  as  a  gay  man  in  a  com¬ 
plicated  straight  world.  Stanley 
must  be  a  one-of-a-kind  book  (I 
can’t  imagine  another  one  like  it) 
and  it  could  only  have  been 
published  by  a  gay  press. 
Although  many  of  the  jokes  are 
not  exactly  in-jokes,  they  all  have 
some  basis  in  gay  culture  and  sen¬ 
sibility.  What  makes  this  approach 
unusual  is  the  busy-book  format. 
It’s  almost  as  if  it  were  a  primer  on 
how  to  be  gay  in  a  big  city,  com¬ 
plete  with  instructions  for  the  uni¬ 
nitiated. 

The  power  of  the  drawn  line  is 
amazing.  It  has  the  ability  to  sug¬ 
gest,  to  hint  at  a  more  complete 
reality,  unlike  photographs,  which 
no  matter  how  non- 
representational,  always  portray 
the  notion  of  a  reality.  These  four 
books,  as  different  as  they  are 
from  one  another,  bring  us  closer 
to  some  new  view  of  what  it  means 
to  be  gay  in  the  modern  world. 
They  allow  us  to  partake  in  emo¬ 
tions,  sexual  fantasies,  nightmares 
and  fancies  which  we  might  other¬ 
wise  avoid  or  not  come  across  in 
our  own  minds.  Since  gay  libera¬ 
tion  began  we  have  had  an  out¬ 
pouring  of  all  kinds  of  creativity: 
novels,  films,  pornography,  poet¬ 
ry,  photography  and  drawing.  The 
genre  of  the  comic  strip  or  the  car¬ 
toon  is  immediate  in  many  aspects 
of  our  lives.  To  break  the  barrier, 
to  create  gay  cartoons,  is  to  inte¬ 
grate  our  sexuality  —  in  all  of  its 
forms  —  into  our  lives.  These 
books  are  a  beginning.  Maybe 
with  time  their  influence  will 
become  a  bit  more  pervasive  and 
Batman  and  Robin  can  finally  join 
NAMBLA  and  Winnie  Winkle’s 
son  can  come  out.  Maybe  even  Lit¬ 
tle  Orphan  Annie  can  take  her 
problems  to  Mary  Worth  and  be 
told  to  toss  out  Daddy  Warbucks 
and  move  in  with  Lois  Lane.

the  magazine  again. 

Three  months  after  publication, 
the  government  charged  Paola 
with  violating  a  law  left  on  the 
books  from  the  Metaxas  dictator¬ 
ship  (1935-40)  which  was  “about 
indecency”.  The  charges  con¬ 
cerned  a  sexually  suggestive  draw¬ 
ing  by  Jean  Cocteau.  Although 
Paola  was  acquitted  of  the  charges 
stemming  from  the  third  issue  of 
Kraximo,  he  was  again  charged 
under  the  decency  laws  im¬ 
mediately  following  publication 
of  the  fourth  issue. 

Kraximo  and  Paola  were  not 
the  only  victims  of  state  persecu¬ 
tion,  though.  There  had  been 
enough  cases  of  censorship  and 
confiscations  of  materials  that  a 
Greek,  group  sent  a  letter  of  pro¬ 
test  to  the  press.  “If  we  combine 
the  confiscation  of  seven  books, 
one  record  album,  the  recent  cen¬ 
sorship  from  Yened2  of  a  show 
dealing  with  ‘marginal’ 
periodicals  (Andithesis,  Lavris, 
Amphi),  we  can  come  to  very 
disturbing  conclusions  on  the 
future -of  artistic  and  scientific 
freedom  of  expression  in  our 
country. .  .”J 

During  an  outbreak  of  anti-gay 
police  action  from  Sept,  to  Nov., 
1982,  Paola  was  repeatedly  ar¬ 
rested  and  illegally  detained  at 
police  stations,  where  he  and 
many  others  were  physically  and 
psychologically  abused. 

About  this  anti-gay  campaign, 
Paola  wrote:  “Kraximo  wishes  to 
talk  of  the  problems  of  the  people 
that  society  has  marginalized:  pro¬ 
stitutes,  prisoners,  transvestites, 
homosexuals,  psychiatric  patients, 
junkies,  petty  thieves,  motorcycle 
freaks,  callboys  and  desperate 
people.  The  [existence]  of  these 
people  is  what  authority  does  not 
tolerate  because  [we]  expose  all  its 
harshness. .  .and  this  is  the  real 
reason  behind  the  legal  persecu¬ 
tion  of  Kraximo. 

In  Feb.  1983,  these  words  ap¬ 
peared  in  print,  expressing  not 
just  the  indignation  of  one  person, 
but  that  of  a  community  which 
has  been  systematically  under¬ 
mined.  As  if  to  prove  just  how  ac¬ 
curate  Paola’s  accusations  were,  a 
month  later,  in  March,  another 
charge  was  issued  against  Kraximo 
by  a  police  officer  from  the  Sixth 
Precinct  of  Athens.  Nicknamed 
“hell”  by  gays  and  transvestites 
unfortunate  enough  to  have  been 
there,  the  Sixth  Precinct  has 
become  one  of  the  centers  for 
anti-gay  police  violence. 

In  fact,  during  the  police  sweeps 
of  Sept. -Nov.,  1982,  the  police 
had  resorted  to  such  brutality 
toward  transvestites  that  some  of 
the  drag  queens  issued  the  follow¬ 
ing  statement:  “Dear  fellow 
citizens, /The  police  force  rapes  us 
daily.  Now  it  has  begun  to  send  us 
to  psychiatric  hospitals  using 
methods  of  the  Stalinic  and 
Hitleric  eras. . .” 

It  is  inaccurate  to  blame  only 
the  Sixth  Precinct,  since  most 
other  police  stations  were  scenes 
of  harassment  and  brutality.  But, 
an  indication  of  government  indif¬ 
ference  about  police  harassment  is 
perhaps  found  in  the  laconic  reply 
of  the  minister  of  public  order,  a 
Mr.  Skoularikis,  to  Paola  after 
repeated  complaints:  “Your  mat¬ 
ters  are  examined  with  all  due  at¬ 
tention.” 

The  latest  charge  once  again 
was  that  Paola  had  violated  the 
“law  about  indecency.”  This  time 
the  state  turned  its  attention  to  a 
graphic  on  the  front  cover  of 
Kraximo.  The  graphic  shows  two 
naked  men,  without  revealing  sex 
organs,  and  then  in  an  separate 
picture,  one  man  half-dressed 
caressing  another  whose  unerect 
penis  is  slightly  exposed.  The 
police  officer,  Komninos  Karras, 
who  appeared  as  a  witness  for  the 
prosecution  during  the  trial, 
stated,  “I  believe  it  offends  public 
decency,  provokes  and  corrupts, 
especially  the  young.” 

This  latest  trial  was  held  on 


Dec.  1,  1982  and  proceeded  quick¬ 
ly  without  much  attention  from 
the  press.  Paola  refused  to  sum¬ 
mon  defense  witnesses,  stating,  “1 
refuse  to  bring  defense 
witnesses. ..because  I  do  not  con¬ 
sider  my  paper  indecent.  It  only 
expresses  the  politicized  views  of 
homosexuals.” 

Alone  with  his  lawyer,  Katerina 
latropoulou,  who  has  helped 
Greek  gays  many  times  in  the 
past,  Paola  fought  the  indecency 
charge.  When  the  judge  read  the 
guilty  verdict  and  the  sentence  of 
four  months  in  prison  and  a  thirty 
thousand  drachma  fine  (about 
$1000),  many  thought  of  ideas  to 
raise  money  so  Kraximo  could  be 
published  one  more  time  “to  show 
them  that  we  won’t  give  up.”  But, 
a  fundraising  concert  on  Dec.  19 
was  not  a  successful  effort  and 
now,  a  year  since  Kraximo  was 
last  published,  the  magazine’s 
future  is  far  from  bright. 

The  verdict  against  Paola  was 
appealed  and  will  be  reconsidered 
soon  by  a  new  court,  which  means 
added  expenses  and  a  possible 
conviction  sending  Paola  to  jail 
for  up  to  one  year,  the  additional 
six  months  being  due  to  a  previous 
conviction.  The  government 
seems  closer  than  ever  to  realizing 
its  objective  of  shutting  down 
Kraximo.

1.  “We  demand:  first,  the  aboli¬ 
tion  of  the  proclaimed  law  ‘about 
the  protection  from  venereal 
disease’;  the  destruction  of  all 
police  files  on  homosexuals;  cessa¬ 
tion  of  the  constant  policing  of 
homosexuals  in  their  gathering 
places;  the  expansion  of  the  anti¬ 
racist  law  so  that  it  will  prohibit  all 
discrimination  not  only  when  it  is 
based  on  color,  religion,  sex, 
political  or  other  convictions,  but 
also  when  it  is  based  on  sexual 
orientation  (in  order  to  deal  with 
the  dangers  of  eviction  and  being 
fired  from  jobs);  abolish  from  the 
penal  code  the  expression  ‘against 
nature  debauchery’  that 
characterizes  homosexual  desire; 
sexual  information  in  schools  such 
that  homosexuality  will  be
